Philip M. Crane, R-13th, 
visited the prison and said the conditions 
at the prison were nowhere near u bad 
as the early report Indicated and that 
they were actually better than living con- 
ditions in some Vietnamese homes. 


Anderson's visit to Crane's district will 


be in behalf of State Rep. Edward A. 
Warman, D-Skokie, who is challenging 
Carne in the Nov. 3 elections. 


Adlai E. Stevenson III, Democratic 


candidate for United States Senator, also 
will attend the Sept. 11 dinner-dance and 
is listed as the featured speaker. 


PALATINE TOWNSHIP Democratic 


Commltteeman Richard Mugalian said 
Anderson will speak at the dinner, to be 
held at Roiling Green Country Club. 


He said arrangements for the Ander- 


son speech were made by Warman. 


The Herald was unable to contact 


Warman Wednesday but Mugalian in- 
dicated that the Palatine event was se- 
lected because it was the only night An- 
derson had available to make a speech in 
the 13th District.

portedly received for the same purpose. 


Anderson has been a congressman 


since 1964 and is a veteran of the United 
States Navy. 


HE WAS THE commander of the atom- 


ic submarine Nautilus in 1958 when it 
made the first under-ice crossing of the 
North Pole. He was awarded the Legion 
of Merit award by the late President 
Dwight Eisenhower for the historic 
achievement. 


In 1963, Anderson was appointed a 


presidential consultant by the late Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. 


Since election to Congress, Anderson's 


best known legislative achievement is his 
authorship and promotion of the Law En- 
forcement Education Bill which has 
higher education for young men and 
women going into police and corrections 
careers.

Smokeless Burn Plan Set 


A study on ways of reducing pollution 


at a tree burning site near Wheeling will 
be proposed to the Cook County Board. 


James Tyndall, chief forester for the 


Cook County Forest Preserve District, 
will seek approval from the board for the 
study The proposed study, to be made 
by a St. Louis, M. Firm will determine 
what type of device would be necessary 
to eliminate pollution at the forest pre- 
serve district's tree burning site. The site 
is east of Wheeling. 


Tyndall said hu has received a reply 


from a tetter he sent to the firm request- 
ing the costs for such a study. He will 
submit the letter to the county board at 
the next meeting Sept. 8 with his recom- 
mendation urging approval. 


"This firm builds custom made devices 


so they must first make a study to deter- 
mine what the exact needs of the site 
are. 


"The problem with the devices is that 


they are mostly designed for small oper- 
ations. Our need here is considerably dif- 
ferent that the operation in the St. Louis 
area. We need to have the feasibility 
study to see if they think their equipment 
can be adapted to our type of operation," 
he said 


TYNDALL DECLINED to name the 


firm involved or reveal the cost of the 
study, saying he wanted to wait until the 
meeting Sept. 8. 


The device, called an air curtain de- 


structor works by burning matter in a bit 
pit with a controlled amount of air being 
fed to the fire Tyndall believes that if 
the device can be installed, it will effec- 
tively eliminate the- smoke and particle 
pollution coming from the site. 


The burning site, located on Portwine 


Road near Forestview Drive, just east of 
Wheeling, is used for open burning of 
trees brought there from northern Cook 
County. Although the county has an ordi- 
nance prohibiting open burning of any 
sort, the site is allowed to operate for 
disposal of diseased and dead trees. 


A forest preserve district study of the 


site was begun tills summer after Wheel- 
ing residents filed complaints with the 
county's pollution control bureau, the for- 
est preserve district and County Com- 
missioner Floyd Fulle. 


A preliminary report was made in ear- 


ly July and final opinion on a long-range 
solution is still being prepared. 


"The only alternative (to burning) 


would be to use a sanitary landfill for 
disposing of the dead trees," Tyndall 
said He noted that such disposal would 
increase costs for the villages and tree 
surgeon firms, and could result in a 
shortage of landfill areas for disposal of 
non-burnable matter 


The possibility of moving the site to a 


more sparsely populated site in the same 
part of the county appears unlikely. 


Arthur Janura, superintendent of the 


forest preserve district reported to the 
county board that there is no other site 
that could adequately replace the Wheel- 
ing location. 


He based his opinion of the need for a 


site where the prevailing winds would 
carry the smoke across forest preserve 
land and the necessity for a centralized 
location. 
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Stop Signs At Elk Grave and Kennedy 
Study Showed 'Dangerous9 Crossing 


Elk Grove Village residents will be 


confronted with four new stop signs at 
the intersection of KDt Grove and Kenne- 
dy boulevards this week. 


Acting on the recommendation of a 


traffic study by Barton and Aschman As- 
sociates and Police Chief Harry Jenkins, 
the village board voted Monday to put up 
the stop signs as soon as possible. 


The signs were expected to be up by 


today, according to Village Pres. Jack 
Pahl. 


Stop signs are already located in the 


northbound lane of Kennedy Boulevard, 
but the new signs will provide three-way 
stopping for the three way intersection. 
They will be located on each side of the 


east and west lanes of Elk Grove Boule- 
vard. 


The results of the study showed the in- 


tersection was dangerous, particularly 
each morning, after school, and during 
the evening rush hour, Trustee Richard 
McGrenera, chairman of the judiciary, 
planning and zoning committee, said. 


MOTORISTS WILL HAVE ten days of 


warning before tickets will be issued in 
violation of the signs, Village Atty. Ed- 
ward Hofert, said. 


No kft turn signs were also recom- 


mended by the study, according to 
McGrenera, but the board decided not to 
adopt a no-left turn ordinance for that 
intersection at this time because of road 


construction in the area and traffic con- 
gestion from the schools. 


Elk Grove High School, Grant Wood 


School, Queen of the Rosary School, and 
Grove Junior High School are all located 
in the vicinity. 


Walkways will also be relocated so that 


they will intersect with the end of the 
median strip allowing pedestrians a 
place to stop and wait for traffic. Specif- 
ic plans have not been made as yet. 


In other action the village board 


awarded a contract of $80,639 for ser- 
vices and installation of traffic control 
signals at the intersections of Greenleaf 
Avenue and Busse Road at Pratt Ave- 
nue.

Oprn 4 Niqhf, 


Con-Con Is Mired In Debate 
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Section I —5

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UP1) - The 


sixth Illinois constitutional convention, 
slowed b a union dispute Involving the 
printing contract for the new con- 
stitution, Tuesday pushed towards com- 
pletion of its tuk after almost nine 
months of debate, 'oratory, politics and 
compromise. 


Tuesday was to be con-con's last work- 


ing day but the discovery by some dele- 
gates that the printing contract (or 
copies of the new state charter had been 
awarded to R. R, Donnelly and Son, a 
non-union Chicago printer, triggered a 
long debate and mired the proceedings. 


"I must vigorously protest the use of 


non-union labor in a state that has nearly 
two million union employes," delegate 
James Kemp, Chicago, said. 


Kemp is a member of the executive 


board of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
and for the past 29 years has been presi- 
dent of Local 189, Building Service 
Union. 


Other delegates said they would not 


'place their signature on a "scab," con- 
stitution. 


AFTER HOURS OF heated debate, the 


convention adopted, 60-39, a resolution in- 


~ troduced by Kemp saying the copies of 


the constitution must be printed in a 
union shop and must bear the union seal. 


While the adoption of the resolution 


solved the immediate problem on the 
floor of the convention it threw tentative 
plans for a formal signing of the con- 
stitution into an uproar. 


The engraved copies of the constitution 


were to be used in a Thursday signing 
ceremony to which dignitaries from 
throughout the state and nation have 
been invited. 


But the fact the copies cannot now be 


purchased from Donnelly and Son, one of 
the nation's largest printers which is 
equipped to deliver high quality printing 
In a short period of time, left the con- 
vention with the problem of where to get 
a constitution to sign and placed the 
Thursday ceremony in doubt. 


The work of the convention has not yet 


been put in formal constitutional form. 


Convention President Samuel W. Wit- 


her was adamant that the ceremony be 
held Thursday. 


"It's Thursday or nothing," an angry 


Witwer said from the rostrum. He said it 
was "just impossible' to cancel the sign- 
ing on Thursday because "we have all 
these people coming from all over the 
country." 


Witwer said it might be necessary to 


put together a "makeshift" mimeograph 
copy of the constitution so the ceremony 
could go on. 


THE DISPUTE OVER the printing 


contract made it almost certain the con- 
vention would be well into Wednesday 
before the delegates finished their task 
and presented a new constitution to the 
people of the state. 
! Still left on the agenda was the setting 
of a date for a referendum in which the 
people will accept or reject the new 
charter. 


The convention Rules Committee has 


recommended Dec. 15 as a referendum 
date. The convention has been meeting 
since Dec. 8 of last year. 


If the new charter is accepted, it will 


supplant the present 1870 constitution, 
called an "anachronism" by some and a 
"brilliant document of state govern- 
ment" by others. 


A constitution drafted by the fifth con- 


vention, in 1920, was rejected. 


AS THE CONVENTION neared its con- 


clusion, there was an air of relief but 
also one of pessimism in the representa- 
tive's hall of the Old State Capitol, where 
the convention has met. 


The pessimism stemmed from the feel- 


ing among some delegates that the con- 
vention has compromised itself into a dif- 
ficult position on the two most crucial 
issues it has dealt with: Illinois' unique 
practice of cumulative voting and the se- 
lection process for judges. 


In its waning days, the convention de- 


cided that these matters should be left 
out of the constitution altogether and the 
voters should chosse between the al- 
ternatives In ballot questions submitted 
separately from the main body of the 
constitution. 


T h i s compromise agreement was 


strongly supported by convention Presi- 
dent Samuel W. Witwer and a number of 
other con-coo Republicans. 


But Chicago organization Democrats 


were angered by the compromise and 
threatened to unleash the might of their 
urban political machine in an effort to 
defeat the whole constitution. 


THE DEMOCRATS WANT cumulative 


voting in the constitution and they abhor 
the appointment of judges, one of the 
ballot alternatives, because it would un- 
dercut the high degree of political control 
they now exercise under the elected Judi- 
cial system. 


"We might as well all wear black 


robes, carry candles and sing a dirge 


when we walk in here to sign this thing 
because as sure as anything, we're at a 
funeral," Paul Edward, the most vocal of 
the convention organization Democrats, 
said. 


Witwer and those who supported the 


compromise argued that it made sense to 
let the people decide the two politically 
potent questions rather than place one of 
the alternatives in the constitution and 
polarize the whole state for or against 
the new charter. 


On judges, the voters will be asked to 


pick the present elective method or ap- 
pointment by the governor from nomi- 
nations made by a commission. 


On voting, they will be asked to choose 


between the present three member house 
districts with cumulative voting and 
single member house districts with no 
cumulative voting. 


Under the cumulative system, a voter 


may apportion his three votes between 
one, two or three candidates. 


In its months of virtually nonstop work 


and at an expense of amost $l3-million to 
the taxpayers, the convention has de- 
vised constitutional changes ranging 
from the obvious, such as abolishing the 
1870 constitution's provision for the Co- 
lumbian Exposition, to the unusual, such 
as giving individual citizens the right to 
sue polluters. 


HERE ARE THE highlights of the new 


constitution: 


—No ceiling on the state income tax 


and the provision that the corporate tax 
rate cannot exceed that on individuals by 
more than 60 per cent. 
; 


—The abolition of all personal property 


taxes by 1979 and the power for all coun- 
ties over 200,000 population to tax "land 
uses" to raise revenue. 


—Strengthened home rule powers un- 


der which cities could tax and exercise a 
wide diversity of powers without prior 
approval from the General Assembly. 
Presently, many of these functions must 
be approved by the legislature. 


—Abolition of the death penalty. This 


question is also to be submitted in a form 


separate from the rest of the con- 
stitution. 


—Lowering the voting age to 18, anoth- 


er separately submitted issue. 


—A statewide board of education and 


establishment of the office of the superin- 
tendent of public instruction as appoin- 
tive rather than elective. 


—An anti-discrimination section de- 


signed to assure open housing and fair 
employment practices.

IS OVER 


The number of drownings over Labor 


Day weekend could reach a three-year 
high, according to the American Bed 
Cross. Three Des Plnines residents have 
drowned so far this year. 


Since April, 87 drownings have been re- 


ported in the local news media in the six- 
qounty area of Cook, Lake, DuPagc, 
Will, Kane and Kendall counties. 


Dr. J. Jan Gund. volunteer water safe- 


ty chairman for Mid-America Chapter of 
Red Cross in Chicago, said, "If everyone 
is extremely careful in and around water 
during the Labor Day weekend, we can 
avoid setting a tragic record." 


She said seven young persons under 


the age of 22 drowned during Labor Day 
weekend, 1969. 


Dr. Gund stressed that persona who 


don't intend to go swimming, but will be 
around lakes and pools, should also be 
cautious. 
' 
• ' • • • • ' . 


"The drownings this year include 36 


persons who hadn't even intended to be 
in the water," Dr. Gund said. 


"These persons fell off docks or were 


thrown from boats which overturned in 
the water! 


THE. 1170 DROWNINGS include 60 per- 


sons under'21 years of age. Also, boys 
and men are more likely than girls to 
become drowning victims. Only 14 girls 
are among the 87 drownings in thfe-six- 
county area this year. 


Dr. Gund said the single most impor- 


tant rule for boaters is stay with the 
boat. A boat which has overturned or be- 
come swamped will still float, and sup- 


port its former occupants until help can 
reach them. 


Four additional safety stfeps to help 


avoid a three-year record number of 
drownings are: 


—Never swiin alone, but only in guard- 


ed areas or with a friend who could; sum- 
m o n help;

—Be sure, your boat carries a life jack- 


et for every passenger.. Do'not overload

—Supervise children constantly when

Americans are hopping mad because 
they can't get small appliances serviced 
these days, but 'there isn't too much 
manufacturers can do about it. 


The blunt fact is that usually it doesn't 


pay to repair anything that costs under 
$25 new in today's economics, even if you 
could find a repair man who knew how to 
doit. 


For example, the minimum service 


charge for fixing a $24 radio may be 
$19.95. When you take a $7 transistor ra- 
dio or a $9.95 electric drill to a repair 
shop, the advice you get is "don't waste 
time and money on it, throw it away." 


EVEN ON MORE expensive items, the 


service problem has proved too difficult 
for many manufacturers to solve. Take 
outboard motors, which sell for $100 to 
$1,000. Getting parts for them in a hurry, 
or on a weekend when people want to do 
their boating, is a serious problem. Sev- 
eral makes have disappeared because 
the manufacturers couldn't adequately 
service the motors they sold, 


You can get service on almost any- 


thing by sending it back to the factory or 
to a large- regional distributor. However, 
by the time you have found the address, 
by telephone or mail, then packed and 
snipped the appliance, you may have ex- 
pended more time and money 
than 


it's worth.

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Area Housing Problem 
'Work Together... Or Lose' 


by LEA TONKIN 


New direction in the search for an- 


swers to a housing problem in the North- 
west Suburb* wu given this week in a 
report Inaed by the Cook County Office 
of economic Opportunity. 


The report to the first of iti kind for 


the ttx-towniblp area served by toe 
Norttmot Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadow*. Spawned by the death of three 
children In a fire in Elk Grove Townihip 
last November, the ttudy was prepared 
by 
UniverHty of Illinois (Urban*-" 


Champaign) Prof, Robert Kttz, of the 
School of Architecture. 


Stating that the cure may have been 


worse than the problem in the aftermath 
of the tire, with the eviction of several 
families and the splintering of concerned 
^citizens into various groups, the report 
suggest! plans of action to alleviate the 
shortage of decent low-income housing in 
the Northwest Suburbs, and the need for 
professional* to implement the pro- 
grams. 


KATZ BASED HIS report on several 


visits to the Northwest Suburbs and in- 
terviews with Mrs. Stanley; J. Ridinger 
of Home, Inc., a CCOEO affiliate; 
Chariot D. Hughes, Jr., executive direc- 
tor of the Cook County Office of Econom- 
ic Opportunity; and various community 
sources. 


After describing the housing situation 


as he saw it, Katz listed plans for action. 


"The November fire is the result of 


widespread neglect of the housing needs 
of a substantial portion of the population, 
of an acute housing shortage for families 
of low and moderate income, of restric- 
tive arid discriminatory local codes and 
real estate practices and a variety of 
other failures which exist throughout 
metropolitan Chicago and the rest of sub- 
urban America," the report said. 


"THERE WILL ALWAYS be people 


who are living In worse conditions than 
those in the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter area who will move into the shacks 
and bams and enjoy better conditions 
than what they have left," the report 
said. "No matter how much they would 
like to, the suburban communities can 
not erect a fence around their town, and 
even those placet that have so far been 
able to keep out the 'undesirables' are 
finding this an increasingly difficult posi- 
tion to maintain." 


The report said a large proportion of 


residential construction is recent and 
that little filters down to families of mod- 
est Incomes. This is in addition to a lack 
of public housing and the popularity of 
owner-occupied housing (single family 
detached). This is reflected in local zon- 


ing, according to the report, limiting the 
amount of rental accommodations and 
more often than not, providing apart- 
ments designed for the single person or 
childless couple. 


"IN THE FACE OF A situation that 


can best be described as desperate, there 
is virtually no public or private action 
underway to remedy the situation," the 
report continued. "Cities are not estab- 
lishing housing authorities to construct 
public housing and the county agency is 
not building in the unincorporated areas 
in the face of the usual unpopularity of 
subsidized housing. Private and quasi- 
public bodies are thwarted in their ef- 
forts by hostile, or at best, apathetic 
communities. The groups that are sin- 
cere in their efforts are limited by a lack 
of resources, knowledge, political acu- 
men, cohesivenesa and strategies for ef- 
fective action.' 


Short-term action suggested by Katz 


includes: searching for existing housing, 
both standard and slightly below stan- 


dard, that can be made available to fam- 
ilies displaced or threatened with evic- 
tion; .investigating the feasibility of re- 
habilitation of the substandard buildings 
now being occupied; and searching for 
non-residential structures with the poten- 
tial of conversion to residential use. 


KATZ SAID long-term action should in- 


volve an investigation of available land 
for new construction. For each of the 
suggestions he suggested strategies for 
the acquisition of properties. 


Variety of housing sites will meet the 


needs of the occupants as well as the 
desires of the community when new con- 
struction is possible, Katz said. Variety 
could be achieved both In the financing 
of the project - whether FHA subsidized 
interest rates, public housing, private de- 
velopment on urban renewal land — and 
the type of housing developed — single 
family detached dwellings, townhouses, 
apartments and mobile homes. 


Implementing such a program or a va- 


riety of programs is a Job for experts hi 


New Design For 
Low-income Area 


Tradition-defying designs are packaged 


in a set of "new image" low-rent housing 
plans developed at the request of the 
Cook County Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity (CCOEO). 


The low-rise housing plans, adaptable 


to suburban settings, were created by a 
design team at the University of Illinois 
School of Architecture. They are for the 
use of developers and others interested in 
filling the gap in low-cost housing de- 
scribed in the recent Katz report, "The 
Northwest Suburban Housing Crisis." 


The individuality and dignity of low- 


income families, smothered by the tradi- 
tional stacked high rise or row-house 
units of public housing, were the prime 
considerations in the new designs. Pro- 
viding more "community" than most 
low-rent plans of the past, three different 
site plans for a theoretical suburban site 
were developed, with three-dimensional 
models of each. 


CRITERIA FOR the designs included: 


eight to 10-acre sites in suburban Cook 
County accommodating 100 housing units 
ranging from two to five bedrooms; no

Other action programs di- 
rected to this end are: providing reha- 
bilitated and new housing through a dele- 
gate agency, Home, Inc.; legal attacks 
on programs that appear to limit subur- 
ban housing opportunities for low income 
families, both within and outside munici- 
pal boundaries; and attempts to find 
housing for the poor through CCOEO cen- 
ters, including the Northwest Opportuni- 
ty Center in Rolling Meadows.

housing and related fields, said Katz. "At 
present these experts are not in the em- 
ployment of the groups most interested 
in solving the housing crisis, but unless 
they are retained, it is doubtful that any 
lasting solutions can be found," he said. 


He said one or two such professionals 


should be recruited to devote full time to 
the job of assisting the Northwest Oppor- 
tunity Center and other agencies. Local 
persons would continue to be needed to 
interview families and locate housing 
sites. 


"WHILE THESE implementing strate- 


gies are set in motion, the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center will have to continue to 
operate a housing referral system," the 
report said. "And after these new pro- 
grams have been launched, the North- 
west Opportunity Center will have to con- 
tinue to service them, particularly if the 
programs are successful." 


In response to the report, Mrs Stanley 


commented, "We didn't commission pro- 
fessor Katz to get this answer. 


"The reason for this report is to give 


all the groups working on this problem a 
basic premise so they can work together 
effectively," said Mrs. Stanley. "There is 
a great housing problem in the area, and 
unless we work together and gain some 
expertise, it's a losing battle."

LONDON (UPI) — A small but signifi- 


cant step forward for treatment of mul- 
tiple sclerosis, one of the most dis- 
tressing of all nervous disorders, appears 
to have been taken by Dr. Floyd A. 
Davis and a team at Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's Medical Center in Chicago.

Power To Ffcich Of The People 


The Way We See It 
Throw Them Out! 


Trustees of the University of Illi- 


nois have adopted a hardline policy 
on students who disrupt campus 
life and threaten the safety of oth- 
ers. 


Though the policy echoes one al- 


ready put into effect by the 
school's administration, we con- 
'gratulate the trustees on their af- 
firmative action. 
, Troublemakers have no place on 
campus, hiding tinder the guise of 
students. 


Tens of thousands of persons at- 


tend college in Illinois; for the 
most part they and their instruc- 
tors are intent on the expansion of 
knowledge. To continue to permit a 
few hoodlums on campus to disrupt 
their work would be unpardonable. 


Students should be politically 


conscious, and they should take 
j>art in partisan activities. We are 
not suggesting that demonstrations 
be outlawed so long as they are or- 
derly. 


Unfortunately, however, student 


demonstrations have been per- 
mitted to get out of hand in the 
past, and university authorities 
have not always cracked down fast 
enough or hard enough. 


The trustees adopted a com- 


monsense code with which few 
could argue: 


"A student enrolling in the Uni- 


versity of Illinois assumes an obli- 
gation to conduct himself in a man- 
ner compatible with the univer- 
sity's function as an educational in- 
stitution and suitable to a member 
of an academic community." 


A disruptive demonstration is de- 


fined as one that "substantially im- 
pedes university operations or sub- 
stantially interferes with the rights 
of others or takes place on prem- 
ises or at times where students are 
not authorized to be " 


Students who participate in such 


demonstrations, 
conduct sit-ins, 


use violence, damage university 


property or refuse to obey instruc- 
tions from university officials are 
subject to expulsion. 


This code, and a similar reining 


in by other university authorities, 
should serve to end the over- 
permissive atmosphere that has 
encouraged 
campus 
demonstra- 


tions, violence, and vandalism. The 
seriousness of the problem was 
made clear recently when a Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin building was 
bombed and subsequently when 
student leaders and police agreed a 
hard core of radicals had cached 
1,000 weapons on campus. 


Society has a grave problem in 


dealing with bombers, arsonists 
and revolutionaries. But these are 
not problems a university can cope 
with or should solve. 


Individuals who cannot live by Il- 


linois' new student code should be 
tossed off campus, quickly and un- 
ceremoniously.

Elections Research Center Direc- 
tor Richard Scammon cautions 
against a blanket definition, noting 
that great varieties of people, blue 
collar as well as white collar, and 


from all ethnic backgrounds, now 
have moved to suburbia. 


However this may be, it seems 


likely that "suburban" issues will 
have increased political clout: 
such as education, intercity trans- 
port, middle-income tax reform, 
environmental pollution. The sub- 
urbanite will manifestly need to 
stretch his compassion to support 
those welfare, antipoverty, low- 
cost housing and job-training is- 
sues which agitate the central city 
populations.

kids, this would be different. They don't 
care because we don't live in Schaum- 
burg." 


Schaumburg trustees were muttering 


too. "We were polite. We listened. But 
they didn't even have the courtesy to 
leave quietly." 


The residents were emotional because 


an engineering error left 10-foot drop-offs 
at the end of their backyards. In some 


places, it was reported to be 30 feet. Un- 
derstandably they are concerned about 
the safety of children. 


And they were frustrated. They had 


called police, visited village halls and 
conversed with the project manager, but 
the drop-offs weren't being graded to 
their satisfaction. 
, 


If the project manager can be be- 


lieved, the residents retaliated by pulling 
out property stakes, dumping water and 
damaging trucks. 


SCHAUMBURG trustees didn't want to 


become the arbitrators in the dispute. 


The situation would have been more 


tolerable if everyone had tried a little 
harder The anger and emotion of the 
residents kept them from finding out 
what the developer was willing to do to 
alleviate the problem; the drop-off error 
should have been corrected immediately; 
Schaumburg officials could have had* 
little more sympathy for the residents' 
problems 


This border incident was avoidable.

When we moved to the Arlington Crest 


division of Palatine, work was well under 
way towards putting sewer and water 
easements under ground. In fact, the 
pipes were in and covered We were told 
that, although the project was supposed 
to have taken eight months to complete, 
it had dragged on to 18 months, with no 
end in sight 


Problems arose from the project, in- 


cluding flooding, improper drainage, and 
other annoying situations. Finally, the 
people who had started the Job, began 
restoring the frontages on an the front 
yards in the area. The contract specified 
that six inches of topsoil was to be 
spread, fertilized, seeded with a pre- 
scribed mixture and amount of grass 
seed, and watered well until the grass 
began to grow. 


THE DAY the work began the contract 


was completely disregarded. Approxi- 
mately one and one-half inches of stone- 
filled clay was dumped on top of the 
stones which had been scattered on the 
frontages during the project. Some seed 
was tossed around, without fertilizer — 
"We weren't given any fertilizer to 
spread." — and left to grow as best they 
could in the dry period which followed. 
This was on July 18 Yesterday, Aug. 24, 
I went out to rake the grey, hard mass 
the city called topsoil. Out of an area 
approximately 10x10 feet, I gathered two 
bushels of stones which I was able to use 
to start filling my driveway! 


I have spoken to Mr. Bennett, of the 


public works department of the village, 
and have gotten nowhere. He insists that 
all contract demands have been met and 
that no further work win be done. Mr. 
Bennett claims that the above demands 
are not stated in the contract, although 
some of the men in our subdivision have 
copies of these parts of the contract. 


1 I do hope you will be able to assist me 
in helping my area get its fair shake on 
work that was paid for over a year ago. 
Thank you.

The financial situation of the School 


Dist 59, even with the additional state 
financial aid, is still most critical The 
administration has done an excellent job 
of cutting-to-the-bone those expenditures 
which do not relate directly to educating 
our children. For instance, there are 16 
less people employed in the adminis- 
tration building. There have been many 
additions to our schools but there win not 
be a single person added to the mainte- 
nance staff. On the other band the 503 
teacher positions last year are guaran- 
teed plus an additional 25 teachers are 
being hired to cover added student en- 
rollment. To top it off the teachers aver- 
age salary for the coming school year is 
increased 10.2 per cent (which is a lot 
higher than that being provided in pri- 
vate industry). 


What about the $268,000 of so-called 


surplus money? Mr. Robert failed to 
mention that in order to run the schools 


this coming year required an increase in 
loans from our local banks (tax anticipa- 
tion warrants) by $336,5000. An addition- 
al $225,118 is being obtained from the 
state (supplementary state aid). This 
means our school district is now further 
in the red by $581,618 plus the $3,165,400 
previously borrowed. Where is this mon- 
ey to come from? 


I have attended most of the board and 


budget meetings of our school district 
and on occasion have been labeled one of 
their severe critics. Now I find the ad- 
ministration cutting costs wherever pos- 
sible, giving the teachers a 10 per cent 
increase in salary, maintaining this 
same level of education and not demand- 
ing more money from taxpayers. I think 
we now have a situation where our 
school board members and the adminis- 
trators have done an excellent job and 
should be commended for their fine ef- 
forts. The teachers have received the 
"best deal" of any of the employes in the 
district and should get back to their pro- 
fessional duties as educators.

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"Well selected real estate can be a 


source of income, value appreciation, 
and tax shelter benefits, and we find that 
demand (or Investment properties is at 
an all-time high," reported Mace Cole, 
assistant vice president of Baird & Warn- 
er. Inc.. and specialist in income proper- 
ty sales. 


"But the investor today is a far more 


sophisticated person than he was in the 
past, which means that sellers of income 
property have to be realistic in pricing 
their property if they expect to move it 
in reasonable length of time," he said, 
adding that the broker's greatest service 
is to educate the seller to the realities of 
the market place. 


Income properties are a good in- 


vestment and an excellent hedge against 
inflation if they can bring in at least a 9 
per cent return, according to Cole. 


"With tax-exempt municipal bonds 


yielding up to seven per cent, com- 
mercial paper at 7% per cent, and triple 
A bonds at 9'A per cent, real estate needs 
to offer at least this, much to be profit- 
able," he said. 


ALTHOUGH there is no guaranteed 


formula for evaluating the pricing and 
potential of any income property, Cole 
suggests that the following five factors 
should be carefully evaluated: 


The property should yield a minimum 


of 0 per cent on equity or investment; 


Complete and accurate operating fig- 


ures should be available for the full pre- 
vious year: 


The availability of secondary financing 


should be determined; 


Projections should be available on 


what effect changes in tenancy and re- 


habilitation might have on future income 
growth; and 


Projections should also be available on 


benefits from amortization and tax shel- 
ters. 


"While there are very large sums of 


money currently looking for real estate, 
they are reluctant to court it at any 
price," Cole said. "This money is in the 
hands of large corporations and syndi- 
cates. 


"THESE 
INVESTORS will become 


property owners when present owners 
decide, with the help of their Realtors, 
that now is a good time to realize their 
anticipated investment goals through 
sound marketing," he said 


What the profitability of a property is 


today and what it is likely to be in the 
long haul are key questions. The seller 
who is prepared to answer them with sol- 
id facts is the one who will be able to 
make a sale, according to Cole. 


"Sellers must realize that in today's 


markets, the typical real estate buyers 
can't count on inflation to double or 
triple the value of a property overnight. 
The investor must consider that in- 
flationary forces will also drive up the 
operating costs of property and possibly 
narrow or even eliminate the margin." 


Cole says today's buyer is also less 


likely to be the "Man in the street" 
Looking for a six-flat apartment 'build- 
ing. He is more likely to be a person or 
group of persons organized as a syndi- 
cate seeking a tax shelter through depr- 
eciation or long-term growth. 


These investors are most apt to be in- 


terested in well-kept properties with low 
operating expenses in areas with steady

alized so that the wife understands that 
the corporation seeks her involvement as 
an individual rather than in a pre- 
determined role-playing capacity " 


Permit natural growth "The executive 


triangle is a human equation. If business 
success and personal satisfaction are to 
be achieved, the needs and attitudes of 
the corporation, the executive and the 
wife must be in proper and harmonious 
accoid with one another," he said. 


The bulk of the text in the executive 


survey conducted by Dartnell under the 
guidance of Wytmar is made up of com- 
parisons of salaries, benefits, and other 
compensatory practices among 1800 com- 
panies in 48 executive classifications and 
seven top-management categories.

The confidence men who pose as heat- 


ing contractors have something extra go- 
ing for them this year: concern about 
pollution and Chicago's new air pollution 
laws. 


The Chicago Better Heating-Cooling 


Council is concerned that the heating 
gyps wi]l try to take advantage of the 
new ordinances to cheat city and subur- 
ban home and apartment building own- 
ers. If you find it necessary to update or 
replace your heating system, the Chicago 
Better Heating-Cooling Council strongly 
advises that you deal only with a repu- 
table contractor. 


The heating crooks have developed a 


number of tricks to fleece the unwary 
homeowner, said the council. The follow- 
ing examples are typical: 


They might try to sell you something 


you don't need simply by claiming you 
need it. 


Phony repairmen 
or "inspectors" 


flashing bogus identification cards may 
dismantle your boiler or furnace for in- 
spection; then refuse to put it together 
until you buy a lot of expensive and un- 
necessary new parts. They might in- 
tentionally cause a malfunction. 


They may promise you a quality prod- 


uct, but actually put in a sub-standard 
substitute. 


THEY MAY EVEN dream up some 


imaginary work that "needs doing," 
such as "new glass lining" for boilers — 
which doesn't exist. 


They sometimes do such a poor job 


that fuel leaks, fumes or even the possi- 
bility of explosion are likely to result. 


The Better Business Bureau of Metro- 


politan Chicago received over 6,000 com- 
plaints and inquiries in 1969 on this type 
of (radulent activity. 


Here are suggestions the council of- 


fered to protect your home: 


Take extra care if an unsolicited heat- 


ing man calls at your home. Don't let 
yourself be pressured into signing any- 
thing before you have time to check his 
story. 


Find out where the man came from. 


Call his office, and find out who sent 
him. If the office doesn't answer, or you 
have other reasons for feeling suspicious, 
send him away, 


FIND OUT WHAT his company wants 


to do for you and why. Don't let him 
touch your heating plant yet, and don't 
listen to scare talk. 


Find out about the man's company. 


How long has it been in business at the 
same address? Check out its quali- 
fications with other homeowners hi the 
neighborhood for whom the company has 
done work. 


Check'professional references such as 


the Mechanical Contractors Chicago As- 
sociation or the Chicago Better Heating- 
Cooling Council. 


Don't accept a verbal estimate for any-. 


thing the man and the company proposes 
to do for you. Make him give you'a writ- 
ten estimate that you clearly- understand. 
Make sore that •vary piece of equipment 
proposed Is accurately specified in that 
estimate, that size, type and manufac- 
turer's name are spelled out. Make cer- 
tain that the total cost for parts and la- 
bor is clear, that charges for time pay- 
ments an specified, and that nothing can 
be tacked onto your bill later without 
your specifically agreeing to it. Then 
mate sure you can keep a copy of this 
estimate without signing it. 


Ba certain that all guarantees and ser- 


vice warranties are clearly spelled out in 
writing. 


BEFORE SIGNING any contract, de- 


mand the time needed for considering — 
and Investigation. A legitimate firm 
won't object. You may want to get a bid 
from another contractor as a basis of 
comparison. 


Don't sign a completion certificate un-

Under the FTC's Rules, they also 
must clearly disclose: 


The average light output and life of 


their bulbs, and information essential to 
making valid comparisons, when making 
cost savings, "more light" and "longer 
life' 'claims. 
' "It Is significant to note," the Commis- 
sion said, "that several impartial parties 
felt that lumen (light output) and life in- 
formation would be useful and of value 
to consumers. Furthermore, the con- 
sumer survey conducted by the staff of 
the commission tended to support the 
conclusion that such information would 
be helpful to consumers.

better value and the National Bureau of 
Standards concurred that a consumer 
cannot determine specifically what is a 
better lamp from a technical standpoint. 
The National Bureau of Standards did, 
however, state that with the lumen and 
light disclosures consumers would be in- 
formed that longer life bulbs give less 
light, which, they stated, is better than 
no information at all. The commission 
has carefully and thoroughly considered 
this aspect of the problem and the fact 
that bulb life increases at a proportional- 
ly higher rate than light output decreases 
does cause some concern, that is, a 2,500 
hour bulb lasts over three times as long 
as a 'standard' 750 hour bulb but emits 
approximately 25 per cent less light. 


There is a possibility that some con- 


sumers may feel that such a longer life 
bulb is a better bargain under all cir- 
cumstances and may upgrade wattage to 
obtain more light without realizing this 
will increase electricity costs. Consumer 
decisions will generally be based on 
broader considerations e.g., preference 
for either more light or longer life where 
adjustments with respect to life or light 
output are made after consumers have 
used various bulbs. 


At any rate consumers will be aware 


that they are sacrificing light output for 
long life or sacrificing life for more light. 
The specific cost factors involved, it is 
felt are more difficult. However, most 
consumers will eventually be aware that 


by upgrading wattage they are incurring 
increased electricity costs. The Commis- 
sion feels that as a net result of the dis- 
closures consumers • will be better in- 
formed, and better able to exercise their 
preferences for different types of bulbs." 


These disclosures .must be made on 


sleeves or paper containers but not on 
the bulbs themselves unless they are sold 
loose. 


The commission noted that it "intends 


to re-evaluate the effect of disclosures on 
the sleeves at a later date to determine 
whether the public interest is fully pro- 
tected and, in the event serious questions 
arise, will again consider the disclosure 
of lumen and life ratings on the bulbs." 


Concerning the required disclosure of 


"average" life, the FTC said "this will 
adequately inform consumers that the 
figure is intended as an over-all average 
and that not all bulbs will last that long. 
However, where an excessively large 
number of complaints are received that 
bulbs of a particular manufacturer burn 
out prior to their rated lives, the com- 
mission would consider this an area for 
investigation." 


The commission emphasized that "it 


cannot nor should it attempt to decide 
what are the most efficient light bulbs. 
In the final analysis the consumer must 
decide this for himself and that is the 
precise reason for the rule — to enable 
consumers to decide for themselves 
based upon lumen and life disclosures." 


Your Water 


Have you ever wondered how hard 


your water might be? There is a simple 
test you can make of your own water 
supply to find out. A free "test kit" is 
available on request from the Water Con- 
ditioning Foundation at 1780 Maple St., 
Northfieid, 111. 60093. 


If you don't know how hard your water 


is, it could be costing you $150 or more 
per year in additional soap, fabric dam- 
age, time .build-up in pipes, water heater 
failure and plumbing damage. 


The test kit includes a strip of chem- 


ically treated paper with four 
gray 


markings. All you do is dip it quickly in 
a glass of water from any faucet. After 
removal, the gray markings that turn 
reddish in color will show how hard your 
water is. If none of the markings change 
color, you're in good shape, says the 
Foundation. The test requires only 30 
seconds. 


The test kit also provides other infor- 


mation. It says that if your water is "ex- 
tremely hard" you can soften it for about 
37 cents per week. If it's only- "medium 
hard," the cost comes down to 11 cents 
per week. Their research shows that 9 
out of 10 homemakers are likely to have 
hard water.

buyer's pace of payment. 


Serious delinquencies on mortgage 


payments declined during the second 
quarter of 1970. "Serious" delinquencies 
refers to payments over 80 days past due 
on one to four-family mortgages. "In- 
foreclosure" rates, however, remained 
unchanged during the quarter. These are 
the principal findings of the quarterly 
survey of delinquent loans conducted by 
the Mortgage Bankers Association of 
America (MBA) on June 30. 


At 0.73 per cent on June 30, the propor- 


tion of loans in serious default was wen 
below the 0.82 per cent of March 31, but 
was still above the 0.62 per cent of a 
year ago. All loan types — PHA, VA, 
and conventional — experienced similar 
movements. 


At 0.31 per cent on June 30, the per- 


centage of mortgages in the process of 
foreclosure was about the same as the 
first quarter rate but above the 0.25 per 
cent of a year ago. There is some evi- 
dence that the upward movement hi this 
category win be reversed in the second 
half of the year, because the rate of 
serious defaults ordinarily changes direc- 
tion three to six months ahead of a 
change In the In-foreclosure trend. Any 
economic recovery would help employ- 
ment and take-home pay, enabling more 
home owners to meet their obligations. 


MBA's National Delinquency Survey 


analyzed over 4.2 million mortgage loans 
en one tP four-family residential proper- 
ties that were held or serviced by more 
than 400 member respondents, including 
mortgage bankers, commercial banks 
and savings banks.

Heat Zones Cut Down Fuel Bills 


If you are a homeowner who is looking 


to find ways to cut down on your beating 
bills, it may be worth your while to in- 
vestigate zoning.

ficient method of keeping different parts 
of the home at individual temperatures.

By having separate thermostats in dif-

A clock thermostat 
will do all of this automatically. 


Heating only part of the house will be 


more economical, said the Council, not 
only in fuel consumption but also in wear, 
and tear on your heating system, which 
won't be working so hard. 


Adding zone controls is relatively 


simple for beating contractors. If you 
have hydronic (modern hot water) nom$ 
heating, it can be done with either zope 
valves or a small circulator.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -One quick 


riffle through a new book called Energet- 
ics Is all you need to perceive why 85 per 
cent of the adults in this country have 
weight problems. 


It shows that moat people never eat 


balanced meals. 


The number of calories in the food we 


eat greatly exceeds the number of ca- 
lories that we expend in eating the food. 


One raw quince, for example, contains 


60 calories. A medium sized pomegra- 
nate has 90 calories, including pulp and 
seeds, while five or six raw kumquats 
add up to 68 calories. 


But the amount of energy required to 


consume these delicacies burns up only 
SO calories per hour. 


THUS WE finish each meal with a sur- 


bour, playing the pipe organ 150 per 
hour, watching television 25 per hot* or 
answering the telephone 50 per hour. 


But these activities become rather bor- 


ing after the first 15 or 20 minutes and 
lassitude begins to creep over us. Few of 
us can work up enough momentum to 
keep brushing our hair for as hour. Par- 
ticularly after a big meal. 


Another approach, which for some rea- 


son is not mentioned in the boek but 
which seems far more practical, is to in- 
crease the amount of energy you expend, 


plus of calories which, unless reduced by 
other means, will be converted into body 
fat at the rate of 3,500 calories per 
pound. 


You could dispose of these excess ca- 


lories by brushing your hair 100 per 


Taxpayers 


Ask The IRS 


This column of questions and answers 


on federal tax matters is provided by the 
local office of the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service and is published as a public ser- 
vice to taxpayers. The column answers 
questions most frequently asked by tax- 
payers. 


Q) 1 just got my refund. Does that 


mean my return was OK? 


A) The fact that you have your refund 


means your return contained all the in- 
formation required to process it. Later, 
you may be asked to verify the accuracy 
of an item on your return, but it is not 
IBS policy to hold up refunds until a de- 
cision on whether to examine a return is 
made. 


As a rule, tax may be assessed any- 


time within three years from the date 
the return was due to be filed. For this 
reason, keep your records on your 1969 
tax return for at least three years. 
Records on stock purchases, property ac- 
quisitions and the like should be kept 
longer. 


Q) Shouldn't my employer reduce ray 


wllholdlig now that I've had my «5th 
birthday? 


A) You are entitled to an extra ex- 


emption for age which will reduce your 
tax withholding. To make this change, 
fill out a new withholding certificate, 
Form W-4, and give it to your employer. 


Even though you became 65 after the 


start of the tax year, you are entitled to 
the entire amount of the exemption 
allowed for age on your next tax return. 
Exemptions are not pro-rated. 


Q) Will profits from a sale of stock be 


taxed higher this year under tie new 
law? 


A) The alternative capital gains tax 


has been increased. However, up to 
$50,000, (|2S,000 for a married person fil- 
ing a seprate return), capital gains will 
be taxed at the same 25 per cent alterna- 
tive rate as they have in the past. Gains 
over $50,000 will be taxed at a MVi per 


cent rate for 1970. In 1971, the alternative 
capital gains tax rate will go up to 32H 
per cent. Capital gams wilj be taxed at 
an effective maximum rate of 35 per 
cent in 1972. 


Q) Where can I get a copy of the new 


withholding rates that are effective July 
1,1970 so that I can adjust my payroll? 


A) The new withholding rates are in 


Circular E. (Rev. June 1970) which is 
being mailed to employers throughout 
the country. Extra copies may be obtain- 
ed at your IRS district office. 


Q) What do yon have to prove to de- 


duct moving expenses? 


A) Two basic conditions must be met 


to qualify for moving expense deduc- 
tions. First, your new place of employ- 
ment must be 50 miles farther from your 
old home than your previous place of 
employment. To state this another way, 
you would meet this requirement if it 
would be 50 miles farther to go from 
your old home to your new job than it 
was before you changed jobs. 


The other requirement is that you be a 


full-time employee at your new job for at 
least 39 weeks of the 12 months following 
your move. 


To meet these requirements it is not 


necessary to have your job before you 
move. They can be met by persons mov- 
ing to look for work as well as those who 
are either transferred to a new location 
or accept a new job that requires them 
to move. 
' 


Q) I greatly increased the value of my 


property this sprlig by putting in a num- 
ber of ornamental, shade and fruit trees. 
Can I get (ax credit for what I spent? 


A) Although these expenses cannot be 


deducted they can be capitalized and 
added to the cost basis of your property. 
Only those costs which increased the val- 
ue of the property can be added, how- 
ever, The expense of maintaining your 
home may not be deducted or capital- 
ized.

Preserve Summer Fruits In A Jar 


There's no mystery to home canning of 


fruit. It takes a little effort, and having 
some special equipment is helpful. You'll 
need jars and lids, washed in hot soapy 
water and thoroughly rinsed, tod a can- 
ning pot, And the peaches, apricots, 
pears or other fresh fruits in season, of 
course. 


One of the biggest problems in canning 


is locking the summer fruit flavor into 
the jar am) keeping the natural eye ap- 


peal of the fruit. Color and fresh fruit 
flavor are important to the family meal, 
as well as making the sparkling jar of 
fruit appealing and attractive. 


THE SOLUTION to this color and fla- 


vor is in the preparation of the fruit. 
Peaches, pears, apples, apricots — as 
they are peeled, pared and sliced — lose 
Vitamin C and turn brown

Add extra syrup to 
cover fruit, if necessary. Wipe top of jar 
free of syrup or fruit fragments. Adjust 
jar lids according to directions for specif- 
ic type used. 


Wipe off jars and place in boiling wa- 


ter bath or pressure cooker and process 
according to directions for specific cook- 
er. 


Remove containers. Cool, label, store 


in a dry cool place.

IF YOU WANT TO add another jewel 


to the table, try the all-time favorite 


What's Thawing For Dinner? 


Be A Seasoning Expert On Herbs 


ky CHARtOTTE ERICKSON 


A number of readers have been asking 


about freezing and preserving herbs 
from their garden. I'm always pleased 
when someone is interested in herbs and 
herb cookery. Once you become familiar 
with an herb and know just what it can 
do, you'll find yourself using it all the 
time. Then comes a time when you'll 
wonder how you ever managed to cook 
without it. 


I 
This aspect of cooking can open a 


whole new fascinating pastime. With the 
great variety of herbs now available in 
the grocery stores, one no longer has to 
travel to a gourmet or specialty shop 
looking for rare herbs. 


Thoroughly familiarize yourself with 


several herbs and spice* at a time. One 
good way of learning the exact flavor of 
a spice or herb ii to mix a small amount 
of it with either cream cheese or butter. 
Let it tet for about 10 or 15 minutei to let 
the flavors marry. Spread on plain 
bread. You will experience a very defi- 
nite, unadulterated flavor of that particu- 
lar herb or spice. 


REMEMBER, YOU want to enhance 


the food that you are cooking, not over- 
power it, with the exception of foods such 
as curry, chill or gingerbread where the 
character of the dish depends on its 
spice. A good rule to follow is: % tea- 
spoon of dry herb* to every 4 servings or 
to 1 pound of meat, poultry or fish, or to 
2 cups of sauce, vegetables and/or soup. 


When fresh herbs are unavailable, 


don't hesitate to substitute dried or pow- 
dered ones. The rule is: H teaspoon of 


dried herbs or spices (% teaspoon of 
powdered) is1 equal to 2 teaspoons of 
fresh. Or, the converse is true: 2 tea- 
spoons of fresh herbs or spices is equal 
to about % teaspoon of the dried or V* 
teaspoon of powdered. 


Buy herbs and spices in small amounts 


because they soon lose their pungency. 


A GENERAL RULE to follow is to add 


your spices about the same time as the 
salt. Ground spices are ready to give up 
their flavors quickly. When used in long 
cooking dishes they should not be added 
until near the end of the cooking period. 
In uncooked dishes, such as salad dress- 
ings, marinated vegetables and beve- 
rages, the spiced liquid should be left 
standing several hours to develop good 
flavor. In the" case of salad dressings, 
add the spice to the vinegar and leave 
this stand before adding the oil. If this is 
not possible, bring the liquid to a boil, 
letting the heat bring out the flavor. 


Whole spices are especially useful in 


long-cooking dishes. They should be 
added at the beginning of cooking, and 
it's a good idea to place them in a small 
cheesecloth or muslin bag so that they 
may be easily removed when the cooking 
is finished. 


Seeds, such as poppy and sesame, 


should be toasted before they are used. 
Whole or leaf herbs should be crumbled 
finely in the pal mof your hand before 
they are used. This helps to release their 
best flavor. 


HERBS AND spices should be stored in 


as' cool and dry a place as possible. Heat 
robs them of their flavor, and dampness 


will cake them. Always make sure that 
your containers are tightly closed after 
use. During warm weather it may be 
best to store paprika and red pepper in 
the refrigerator to guard against in- 
festation. Store herbs and spices alpha- 
betically so that you can locate them 


Under good storage conditions spices 


will retain their aroma and flavor for a 
long period. The whole spices will keep 
longer than ground spices. Herbs tend to 
lose their flavor faster. As a result it is 
best to buy herbs in smaller quantity. A 
good practice is to date the spices with a 
marking pen when you buy them. 


THE EASIEST way of freezing herbs 


is to wash them thoroughly, put them 
into your blender with just enough water 
to blend. Pour "liquid" into ice cube 
trays and freeze. After they are frozen, 
dump the cubes into freezer bags, date, 
label and return to the freezer. The 
small amount of water mixed with your 
herbs will not be noticeable as you drop 
these "herbed cubes" into your sauces, 
eggs, tetc., but will still have the same 
flavor as using fresh herbs. 


If you are making something very 


"delicate" such as boUandaise sauce and 
you don't wish to add the water, limply 
thaw the "herbed cubes" in a tea strai- 
ner.

requires quit* a collection of herbs and 
spices. The results are good and very dif- 
ferent. I mink you'll like H. A single rec- 
ipe serves 5.

First prepare the juice. Stem about 3 


pounds tight-skinned grapes (seedless 
grapes, wild red grapes or Malagas) 
Add % cup water, bring to a boil and 
simmer, covered, 10 minutes Place m 
jelly cloth or bag and squeeze out juice. 
Measure 4 cups into a very large sauce- 
pan Squeeze the juice from 2 lemons, 
add V* cup to grape juice 


Then make the jelly. Thoroughly mix 


sugar into juice in saucepan Place over 
high heat, stirring constantly; while mix- 
ture is coming to a boil, stir in food col- 
oring to give desired shade. As soon as 
mixture boils, at once stir in fruit pectin. 


Then bring to a full rolling boil and boil 
hard 1 minute, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat and add extract. Skim 
off foam with metal spoon and pour 
quickly into glasses. Cover at once with 
1/8 inch hot paraffin. Makes about 10 
medium glasses. 


GRAPE JELLY 


5 cups prepared juice (about 


3% Ib. fully ripe grapes 
and 1% cups water) 


7 cups (3 Ib.) sugar 
1 box (1% oz.) 


powdered fruit pectin 
First prepare the juice. Crush thor- 


oughly about 3% pounds grapes. Add 1% 
cups water; bring to a boil and simmer, 
covered, 10 minutes. Place in jelly cloth 
or bag and squeeze out juice. Measure 5 
cups into a very large saucepan. 


Then make the jelly Measure sugar 


and set aside. Mix fruit pectin into juice 
in saucepan Place over high heat and 
stir until mixture comes to a hard boil 
Immediately add all sugar and stir 
Bring to a full rolling boil and boil hard 1 
minute, stirring constantly. Remove 
from heat, skim off foam with metal 
spoon, and pour quickly into glasses. 
Cover at once with 1/8 inch hot paraffin. 
Makes about 12 medium glasses.

The typical British luncheon consists of 


three courses, dinner, either four or five 
Luncheon generally is served between 
noon and 2:30 p m., but in our travels we 
found whole business sections of cities 
and towns closed between 1 and 2 p.m. 
for this meal. 


Dinner normally begins at 7-30 p m or 


even later, as Britons avoid too close 
proximity to the well-developed tradition 
of afternoon tea. For he who would dine 
earlier, high tea can be substituted. It's 
something close to our buffet supper. 


In Scotland we lunched at John W 


McArthur, Ltd., in St Andrews, a bus- 
tling restaurant in the heart of town, and 
on another day at Locbearnhead Hotel hi 
a tiny village by that name. For the first 
course each time I chose soup over a 
variety of other appetizers such as hard- 
cooked eggs mayonnaise, pickled mus- 
sels, fruit juices or fresh grapefruit. 


AT McARTHUR'S we had Scotch Broth 


which was delectable and made this 
way: In a large pan, place 1V4 pounds of 
boiling beef (or mutton) in 2 quarts cold 
water. Add 1 cup barley, 4 carrots 
scraped and diced, 2 medium sized tur- 
nips peeled and diced, and 4 large leeks 
cut lengthwise, then into 1-inch pieces (8 
green onions can be substituted). 


Bring to a boil, reduce heat and sim- 


mer for 2% hours, then add 8 ounces of 
fresh or frozen peas. Canned peas can be 
substituted but drain and add only the 
last 5 minutes. Salt and pepper to taste 
as soup gets done and sprinkle with fresh 
chopped parsley before serving. 


The beef or mutton may be served hot 


with vegetables or later cold with salad. 
Soup serves 8. 


AT LOCHEARNHEAD'S pleasant din- 


ing room overlooking rolling Scottish 
Highland country, we sampled Cream of 
Fresh Mushroom Soup. This is lighter 
than Scotch Broth but still hearty and 
filling 


Chop % pound of fresh mushrooms 


finely. Melt 3/4 stick of butter or marge- 
rine in a large saucepan and saute the 
mushrooms gently for 5 minutes, stirring 
frequently 


Slowly stir in 3 ounces flour and cook 


an additional 3 minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Remove the pan from the heat 
and gradually stir in 1 pint of beef ex- 
tract (canned consomme can be substi- 
tuted) and an equal amount of milk. 
Bring to a boil, then reduce heat and 
cook until soup thickens, stirring 
frequently. Season to taste with salt and 
pepper and add a teaspoon of fresh lem- 
on jutee. Hakes 44 servings.

Tell some people their breakfast was 


helping to plug up their arteries, they 
would probably deny it. They would tell 
you they had bacon and eggs, coffee 
cake and butter, and coffee with cream. 


If they knew bacon, butter, cream and 


commercial pastries were high in satu- 
rated fat and egg yolks rich in cholester- 
ol and that these rich goods were playing 
havoc with their hearts and blood ves- 
sels, they might try to correct their poor 
eating habits. 


Switching to a fat-controlled, low-cho- 


lesterol diet, not only at breakfast, but at 
all meals, may help to reduce the risk of 
atherosclerosis, which underlies most 
heart attacks, say the Heart Association 
of North Cook County. 


IN ATHEROSCLEROSIS, cholesterol 


deposits become embedded in the lining 
of the artery walls. The fatty deposits 
accumulate over the years, roughening 
and narrowing the channel through 
which the blood flows. Eventually an ar- 
which the blood flows, Eventually an ar- 
tery may plug up completely, shutting 
The result is a heart attack or stroke. 


Gating for the heart's sake need not be 


as unpleasant as 1. at first sounds. Many 
foods people enjoy can remain in the 
diet, provided they are prepared proper- * 
ty and eaten less frequently. With this in 
mind, the North Cook County Heart Asso- 
ciation offers the homemaker some cook- 
ing tips to perk up her family's menu. 


Even lean meat has fat, so cook it on a 


meat rack and allow the rendered fat to 
drain off. Use wine, tomato juice or 
bouillon Instead of fat drippings to baste 
the meat. In slick-to-the ribs dishes such 
as stews, or soup stocks, cook them a 
day ahead and refrigerate. The meat fat 


then can be removed after it hardens on 
top of the preparation. 


Eat more meals of fish, veal, chicken 


and turkey, which contain small amounts 
of saturated fats, and fewer meals of fat- 
ty beef, lamb, pork and ham. 


AN ENDLESS VARIETY of vegetables 


can be eaten in a fat-controlled diet. 
Herbs and spices can give the vegetables 
added zest. Combinations that add new 
and subtle flavors include: rosemary 
with peas, cauliflower and squash; ore- 
gano with zucchini; dill with green 
beans; marjoram with Brussels sprouts, 
carrots and spinach; and, basil with to- 
matoes. 


Try cooking vegetables in vegetable oil 
—one or two teaspoons for each half-cup 
serving Place in a skillet with tight cov- 
er, season, and cook over very low heat, 
adding a little water during cooking, if 
necessary. 


Liquid vegetable oils can be used in 


many other ways when cooking calls for 
fat. fried fish and poultry; sauted on- 
ions; cream sauces, soups and whipped 
potatoes (made with skim milk); hot 
breads and cakes, and in many other de- 
hydrated or prepared foods which call 
for fat. Instead of butter, use margarines 
rich in polyunsaturated fats 


Eat no more than three egg yolks a 


week. 


Use skim milk, fortified with vitamins 


A and D, and cheese made from skim 
milk mbtead of whole milk and cream. 


DESSERTS KEYED to 
a~ fat-con- 


trolled, low-cholesterol diet can have va- 
riety as well as flavor. Many home- 
baked goodies can continue to appear on 
the table, but they should be made with 
polyunsaturated margarines or oils. Pud- 


dings should be made with non-fat milk. 
Chocolate puddings, however, should be 
avoided, since they are high in saturated 
fat. Egg whites can be used without re- 
striction, as a topping for desserts, for 
example, or in angel cake. Fresh fruit 
makes a refreshing dessert. 


For a nutritionally sound diet, the daily 


meal plan should also include vegetables, 
fruit, cereals and breads made with a 
minimum of saturated fat. Among these 
breads are white enriched biead, whole 
wheat, French, Italian, 
pumpernickel 


and rye bread, and English muffins. 


"The homemaker who follows this ad- 


vice in running her kitchen, may be help- 
ing her own heart, as well as those of all 
the loved ones in her family," comments 
Dr. C. Bruce Taylor, chairman of the 
North Cook County Heart Association 
and head-of pathology at Evanston Hos- 
pital. 


"The youngters stand to gain most by 


acquiring tastes and eating habits in 
their formative years that may help 
them avoid premature heart disease," 


WHAT ARE THE OTHER things that 


individuals can do to help reduce then* 
risk of coronary artery disease? 


Reduce if overweight. 
Stop smoking cigarettes. 
Exercise moderately, regularly. 
Visit a physician regularly to check for 


signs of high blood pressure and diabe- 
tes, which usually can be controlled 
through medication. 


Young men are more susceptible than 


women to heart disease, and both be- 
come increasingly susceptible with ad- 
vancing years. The earlier a risk reduc- 
tion program is begun, the better the 
chance of escaping a heart attack. 


Keep The Fat From Meats 


Even lean meat has fat in it, Here are 


some ways to reduce the saturated fat in 
meat and still prepare nourishing and 
tasty meals. 


Use a rack to drain off the (at when 


broiling, roasting or baking. Instead of 
basting with drippings, keep meat moist 
by pouring wine, tomato juice or bouillon

U.S. physicians is overweight, a situation 
some doctors consider to be an alarming 
trend. 


What disturbs them is that obesity is 


definitely linked to a number of major 
diseases, such as hypertension — high 
blood pressure — and diabetes. Both con- 
ditions can lead to diseases of the heart 
and both are known to be capable of 
causing serious eye problems, including 
blindness. 


A prominent Louisville, Ky, physician 


says he has found in his own practice 
that one of every two overweight people 
is diabetic or prediabetic. Five to 10 per 
cent of persons who are 30 pounds or 
more overweight have high blood pres- 
-sure, he adds, noting that both conditions 
improve with loss of weight. 


MOST PEOPLE ARE overweight sim- 


ply because they overeat. Thus, in the 
opinion of many medical experts, the 
most effective and safest way for the av- 
erage person to lose excess weight is by 
eating less food each day. 
'- 


As a general rule, allow yourself 500 to 


1,000 fewer calories a day than yon are 
now getting to lose weight at the recom- 
mended rate of one to two pounds a 
week. You may need to cut down even 
further if you are still gaining weight. 
Don't cut down to fewer than 1,200 ca- 
lories a day, however, unless you are un- 
der a doctor's supervision, since you 
may not get enough essential nutrients. 


OVERWEIGHT PEOPLE are apt to 


have too much salt in their diet. Salt at- 
tracts water which is deposited in the 
body's tissues, causing the tissues to 
swell. The ability to excrete water, how- 
ever, tends to diminish when a person's 
salt consumption is high - and that spells 
extra pounds. 


Some physicians recommend a low-so- 


dium diet in addition to a low-calorie diet 
for overweight people. Since food without 
salt generally takes all the joy out of eat-

ing, doctors often prescribe a safe and 
palatable salt substitute, such as Co-Salt,

very salty and to use as little salt in 
cooking as possible. In a well-balanced 
diet, remember that most foods naturally 
contain enough salt to satisfy normal 
health requirements. To season foods to 


suit your individual taste, however, add 
the salt substitute 


Remember, too, that less Co-Salt is 


needed to flavor foods thah regular salt 
because this salt substitute is actually 
"saltier' than salt. Be sure to include 
foods from the four basic food groups in 
your diet each day: milk; meat; vege- 
table-fruit; and bread and cereal. In se- 
lecting your foods, stay within your ca- 
lorie quota.

Residents of the Pleasant Hills subdivi- 


si on in unincorporated Schaumburg 
Township are asking bus service for stu- 
dents at Hale School or some method of 
slowing Wise Road traffic. 


Their youngsters, who have no side- 


walks in the subdivision, walk along 
Pleasant Drive to a crossing guard who 
takes them dlagonallyacr oss the 45-mlte- 
per-hour Wise Road to the sidewalk of 
Male School.

Retention Lake Called An Eyesore 


Grand Canyon Retention Lake in Hoff- 


man Estates is an eyesore, nose irritant 
and breeding ground for undesirable 
forms of life, Mrs. Mary Ann Buckley 
charged at the Public Works Committee 
meeting Tuesday night. 


In a letter addressed to the committee, 


Mrs. Buckley, who makes her home at 
117 W. Berkley Ln., suggested annual ap- 
plications of tetrox to kill vegetation on 
the steep embankments of the lake. 


She recommended that the village in- 


vestigate pest control to stop the breed- 
ing of mosquitos on the property, and the 
planting of trees on the banks on a 50-50 
cost-sharing plan to stop soil erosion. 


Several of her neighbors were present 


to protest the condition of the pond, 
which they had anticipated last summer 
at its construction would be an asset to 
their property and a "logical place for 
fish." 


Administrative assistant Daniel Larson 


consulted the Soil Conservation Service 
and the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
for suggestions to the problem. He ad- 
vised the group that tetrox would wash 
down the spillover to Parcel A, killing 
grass and gardens in this area. 


RESIDENTS WHOSE property borders 


the retention pond were advised that the 
village would share the cost of planting 
2" trees to prevent soil erosion, as there 
is money budgeted already for this pur- 
pose. 


Use of Crownveth as a ground cover 


was recommended to the neighbors, as it 
is cheap and requir'es no maintenance. 


The residents were assured that silt 


would be cleared from the intake of the 


pond, which has caused the body to stag- 
nate. 


Chlorinated water which drains from 


the nearby public swimming pool could 
be diverted straight to the sewage sys- 
tem instead of the pond, where it makes 
natural wild-life impossible. 


Weeds growing along the pond have 


been mowed twice this summer and will 
be cut again in a week. 


The chairman of the committee, Mrs. 


Virginia Hayter said the Mosquito Abate- 
ment service would be contacted in rela- 
tion to the problem, but pointed out that 
the pond is part of the 5-acre parcel do- 
nated by the Lions Club for the village 
swimming pool. 


Transference of the pool site to the 


park district, as is being contemplated, 
would involve the pond and jurisdiction 
over the area would then pass from the 
village. 


Park Board To Authorize Bond Sale 


Park District To Accept 
Community Pool Control 


Hoffman Estates park directors re-af- 


firmed the Intention to accept ownership 
of the community pool from the village 
Tuesday when park board members also 
gave their stamp of approval to the for- 
mal proposal. 


The agreement had been accepted by 


members of the village board Monday 
and turned over to Village Atty. Edward 
Hofert for handling. 


Similarly, the park board directed 


their counsel, Donald Rose, to prepare 
the necessary agreement and complete 
the required legal work. 


Park directors, however, at the insist- 


ence of Robert L. Schuhr, inserted refer- 
ence to a contract to be negotiated with 
the village to obtain water for the pool at 
the commercial rate. 


Originally, the park district had want- 


ed to obtain free water from the village 
for the facility, but this request was de- 
nied since such an arrangement would 
not comply with the ordinances covering 
bonds which finance the water system. 


The agreement also stipulates that the 


village will provide water hydrants for 
winter spraying of ponds to be used for 
ice skating. They will also provide access 
to a triangular parcel of land in High 
Point owned by the park district and win 
attempt to separate a retention pond 
from the property on which the pool was 
,constructed. 


IF SEPARATION of the retention pond 


is impossible, the park district and vil- 
lage will work out a leaseback arrange- 
ment for the storm retention area. 


Realistic date for completion of the 


transfer of ownership is Nov. 1, accord- 
ing to Park Pres. Fred Weaver, al- 
though an absolute deadline of Jan. 1 has 
been established for consummation of ar- 
rangements. 


Park Director Mrs. Anne Schuerings 


was also instructed this week to contact 
representatives of Hoffman 
Estates 


Lions Club who operate a snack bar on 
the pool premises. To date, Mrs. Schuer- 
ings has not had an opportunity to in- 
spect the snack facility which the park 
district will operate in the future. 


A formal contract between the village 


and Lions Club concerning operation of 
the snack bar reportedly does not exist 
but the two have been working through a 
verbal agreement. 


In related action, the board agreed to 


permit representatives of Hoffman Es- 
tates Women's Club landscape areas sur- 
rounding the pool and will provide a park 
maintenance staffer to assist several 
hours each week. 


Within approximately two weeks Hoff- 


man Estates Park directors are expected 
to authorize a $30,000 general obligation 
bond sale in order to completely finish 
remodeling of the barn at Ida B. Vogelei 
Community Park and Recreation Center. 


Funds will assist in furnishing and 


equipping the building as well as provid- 
ing a driveway. 


The park board will essentially in- 


crease its bonding power which is pos- 
sible due to an unexpected boost of ap- 
proximately $5 million in 1969 assessed 
valuation. _ 


Statutes permit the park district to go 


to one-half of one per cent of the total 
assessed valuation of their areas through 
board resolution and without the necessi- 
ty of going to referendum. 


When the district sold $230,000 in bonds 


to finance the purchase and renovation of 
the Vogelei prope-ty at Higgins and 
Jones roads in the summer of 1969 they 
were aware of the fact that the complete 
project could not be accomplished with 
these funds. 


Board members knew that they would 


be able to complete a major portion of 
the work needed and were able to save 
additional funds by acting as their own 
general contractor in the office remodel- 
ing project. 


According to park treasury reports, a 


total of $40,000 from the original issue 
remains in the park district bond account 
presently with all major expenditures at 
the site having been paid for including 
installation of sewer and water. 


A recap of expenditures also indicates 


that all work done on the barn renova- 
tion to date has been paid for. 


The additional funds, which will be ar- 


ranged for through Suburban Bank of 
Hoffman Estates at 6.5 per cent interest, 
will cover the remaining work necessary 
in order to make the barn operational as 
a community center as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


When the $230,000 issue was sold the 


park district was basing mat sum on a 
$46 million assessed valuation of which 
that amount would be one-half of one per 
cent. 


Although the park district has pre- 


viously projected their budgets and ap- 


propriations on an estimated annual in- 
crease of $4 million in assessed valu- 
ation, the 1969 figures actually came to 
$55,431,609 which automatically increased 
their bonding power. 


In this way, the district is now able to 


sell the additional bonds raising their to- 
tal bonded indebtedness to approximate- 
ly $260,000 leaving a surplus of about 
$10,500 in unencumbered bonding power. 


A formal resolution authorizing the 


bond sale is expected at the Sept. 15 
board meeting.

Trustee William Cowin suggested that 
the village be compensated for 16 million 
gallons of water that were unaccounted 
for in July. 


Though part of the loss is due to water 


line breaks, Cowin said at the recent 
meeting that the "loss cannot be tol- 
erated." 


At the Tuesday committee meeting, 


Mrs. Virginia Hayter, trustee chairman, 
said, "if we want the water department 
to meter water, we must keep a notation 
of all water used."

that the committee recommend to the 
village board a $150 deposit be required 
of builders when permits are granted, 
and that water be metered. 


Builders would pay bulk rates for the 


water, and a $10-$15 fee to cover the la- 
bor of inspection of hydrants used.

The wa- 
ter used during construction is included 
in building permit fees, but the water for 
watering sodded areas is not, according 
to Wallace Bolm, supenintendent of pub- 
lic works.

solution is still being prepared.

He noted that such disposal would 
increase costs for the villages and tree 
surgeon firms, and could result in a 
shortage of landfill areas for disposal of 
non-burnable matter. 


The possibility of moving the site to a 


more sparsely populated site in the same 
part of the county appears unlikely. 


Arthur Janura, superintendent of the 


forest preserve district reported to the 
county board that there is no other site 
that could adequately replace the Wheel- 
ing location. 


He based his opinion of the need for a 


site where the prevailing winds would 
carry the smoke across forest preserve 
land and the necessity for a centralized 
location.

Two Palatine officials said yesterday 


the method of financing public education 
should be changed and that the econom- 
ics of living in Palatine may account for 
de facto segregation in the village. 


Both Loren Shelffo, chairman of Pala- 


tine's Human Relations Commission and 
Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said they 
thought financing education through real 
estate taxet should be eliminated. 


The men made their comments in sep- 


arate telephone interviews with The Her- 
ald. Both were asked to comment on a 
report that the U.S. Civil Rights Commis- 
sion may recommend that all federal 
funds be withdrawn from suburbs that 
remain all or largely white and are next 
to cities with heavy concentrations of 
blacks. 


Snelffo said that one reason people 


may want to keep low income bousing 
out of the suburbs is they fear that type 
of bousing will not support local school 
districts. 


SINCE SCHOOL districts are sup- 


ported by real estate taxes, people want 
to keep the UK base as high as possible 
so their share of the tax burden will be 
lower.

Center Offers Family Help 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Families in trouble often have children 


who are in trouble with the law. 


And when local police feel that a fami- 


ly has problems that go beyond the law 
they may refer the family to the North- 
west Human Resources Development 
Center. 


Temporarily located in Sacred Heart of 


Mary High School in Rolling Meadows, 
the center is a private corporation which 
was formed last year and has been deal- 
ing with family problems since April. 


Thomas Jauch, who served for eight 


years as the director of psychological 
services at Maryville Academy in Des 
Plaines and has worked for Dist. 15 and 
Dist. 26, is founder and director of the 
center 


JAUCH EXPLAINED recently the goal 


of the center is to provide "commu- 
nication training" for families with prob- 
lems 
' 


"In the majority of cases kids don't 


have to be delinquent if we can train 
people to fulfill their roles as parents," 
Jauch said. 


The police departments, Jauch said, 


refer families "with great accuracy. 
They usually send us people we can work 
with." 


If the family's problems are not the 


kind the center can deal with, the family 
is referred to some other service. In any 
case, "we stay with a family until they 
find help," he said. 


"One of the reasons the police like to 


refer families to us is because they know 
we will put no one on a waiting list " 


Right now the center has five coun- 


selors and three more will be added 
soon. The service never costs a family 
more than $200 a year and Jauch is try- 
ing to get foundation financing. 


"RIGHT NOW K per cent of our time 


is spent with families, not fund raising," 
he said. "I want to be able to show the 
foundation what we've done." 


When a family is referred to the ser- 


vice, the first step is a family session. 
"We always deal with the whole family, 
not just the child in trouble," Jauch said. 


Then for 10 weeks the parents take 


part in group meetings with other par- 
ents while the children meet with other 
children. 


The sessions deal with communication, 


training and, Jauch said, are designed to 
work with parents on what to do and How 
to do it with their children. 


The whole process, Jauch said, con- 


sists of "the process of learning to be a 
child and learning to be a parent." 


Many parents have trouble with their 


children because they do not understand 
a parental role, he said, and they some- 
times rely on the police to do it. 


"WHEN A MOTHER calls the police 


and says her son won't go to school, you 
have to ask questions. By giving training 
and support to parents we could relieve 
police work," he added. 


After 1Ae 10-week session the family 


has a confrontation session in the home 
with the counselor and then tries to "go 
alone." 


But the counselor is involved in a 42 


week follow-up on the family to make

sure the lessons work. 


"We are like a family conscience for 42 


weeks," Jauch explained. "We call up 
and ask how much time did you spend 
with your child this week." 


Most of the problems are the result of 


a structural family breakdown, he said. 


"Parents today have lost sight of any 


role. It is not a point of going back to 
some deep-seated parental role, but to 
find a role that fits into our society." 


A NEW ROLE, he said, mainly con- 


sists of two things. Parents should be in- 
formed and involved. 


"Kids really don't think parents are 


bad, but they think they are buffoons and 
sometimes they are right because par- 
ents don't know anything," he said. 


Involvement means making a com- 


mitment to the family, with the parents 
spending time with the family, he said. 


"In many families communication con- 


sists of good morning at breakfast or an 
occasional grunt. People rarely talk to 
one another," Jauch said 


The problems are mainly caused by in- 


dividuals, he added "People look for ex- 
ternal reasons for delinquency, but to 
find 
the reasons we must be in- 


trospective. I'd like to blame society, but 
I can't" 
, He added, "Sure, if you uproot a child 
15 times in 16 years it will affect him, 
but at the same time, if you are involved 
with the child and concerned about him 
you won't do it." 


So far the counseling has had good re- 


sults, he said. 


"These are good people who don't 


know how to raise then- children. Often 
the need is not to teach the son how to 
play ball, but to teach the father so he 
can teach his son."

Cleanup Still On 


Clean up operations on Salt Creek in 


Rolling Meadows will continue until Sept. 
15, despite the fact that Illinois Division 
of Waterways funds must legally stop on 
Sept. 1. 


"I don't want to say bow we are able 


to go on," Harvey Berliner, supervising 
engineer for Bongi Construction Co., the 
company contracted to do the work for 
the state, saki. 


"We will be able to keep going until 


the 18th on both the Campbell Street 
bridge and the dredging operation." 


Work began in May to reconstruct the 


Campbell Street bridge over Salt Creek 
so that water could pass under the 
bridge more quickly. Construction was 


delayed thut summer when the bridge 
waa partially completed because of an 
operating engineers' strike. 


"WE WILL DEFINITELY continue as 


long as necessary to get the bridge done 
and normal traffic restored," Berliner 
said. "I expect we will be done by the 
Sept. 15 deadline, though," 


The 1350,000 contract which Bongi re- 


ceived from the Division of Waterways 
includes putting in a cement floor under 
the Kirchoff and Central Road bridges, 
replacing the foot bridge in Kimball Hill 
Park, a dredging and widening the creek 


from near Rolling Meadows High School 
to Euclid Avenue. 


"The only thing we won't be able to 


complete will be the excavation of the 
creek all, the way up to Euclid," Ber- 
liner said, "We are hoping to get as far 
north as Kirchoff or perhaps to the walk 
bridge." 


Improvement of the creek bottom 


means widening the channel to 20 feet 
and gently sloping 50-foot banks to carry 
excess water during heavy rains. 


ONCE THE PROJECT is finished, the 


City of Rolling Meadows has agreed to 
maintain the creek basin and right-of- 
ways beside it. Cleanup of the Rolling 
Meadows KWtlon of Salt Creek is part of 
a long-term flood control project for the 
creek beginning at its source at the Des 
Plaines,River. 


The Rolling Meadows portion of the 


project was first budgeted for by the 
state legislature in 1967. A delay in ob- 
taining easements along the creek pre- 
vented the 1967 allotment of funds from 
being spent .on the project. Earlier this 
year the state legislature reapproved 
funds for this summer's construction. 


Improvement of Salt Creek under the 


North .Western railroad tracks and 
Northwest Highway is also being planned 
as part of the flood control program.

Although no definite offers have been 


made, the Rolling Meadows Library may 
receive $30,000 from the city to help pur- 
chase new books and materials and sup- 
plement operational expenses. 


John Lund, president of the library 


board of directors, explained at a board 
meeting Tuesday that he has discussed 
the financial needs of the library with 
members of the city council and that an 
arrangement should be reached shortly. 


Last spring, Lund explained to the city 


council, the library needed $167,000 more 
for operations in order to meet the stan- 
dards of the American Library associ- 
ation. Of this, $147,000 would be needed 
to supply more books and research mate- 
rials and the rest would be used for ex- 
pansion of the library facilities, for 
shelving and personnel costs. 


According to Lund, several weeks ago 


Mayor Roland Meyer suggested the city 
contribute $30,000 to the. library and pos- 
sibly increase the tax base to help meet 
the needs of the library. The increased 
tax base would call for. a 25 per cent 
raise in individual taxes paid to the li- 
brary. 


ANOTHER SUGGESTION made by the 


city council was to spread the needed 
amount of money over a period of four or 
five years in order to meet the Library 
Assoc. standards. 


Lund said a study of the operations of 


surrounding libraries is currently being 
done so that comparisons may be made 
between those and the Rolling Meadows 
Library. 


"We can'have as good a library as 


we're willing to pay for," Lund said, ex- 
plaiatog that the library is currently op- 
erattaj to the Mack, althoogh several li- 
brary Mpfcyes are "doing almost semi- 
ctaritywork." 


The library board allocates funds to 


Miss Virginia Connell, Rolling Meadows 
librarian, three times a year for the pur- 
chase of new books.

Center Offers Family Help 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Families in trouble often have children 


who are in trouble with the law. 


And when local police feel that a fami- 


ly has problems that go beyond the law 
they may refer the family to the North- 
west Human Resources Development 
Center. 


Temporarilyjocated in Sacred Heart of 


Mary High School in Rolling Meadows, 
the center is a private corporation which 
was formed last year and has been deal- 
ing with family problems since April. 


Thomas Jauch, who served for eight 


years as the director of psychological 
services at Maryville Academy in Des 
Plaines and has worked for Dist. 15 and 
Dist. 26, is founder and director of the 
center. 


JAUCH EXPLAINED recently the goal 


of the center is to provide "commu- 
nication training" for families with prob- 
lems. 


"In the majority of cases kids don't 


have to be delinquent if we can train 
people to fulfill their roles as parents," 
Jauch said. 


The police departments, Jauch said, 


refer families "with great accuracy. 
They usually send us people we can work 
with." 


If the family's problems are not the 


kind the center can deal with, the family 
is referred to some other service. In any 
case, "we stay with a family until they 
find help," he said. 


"One of the reasons the police like to 


refer families to us is because they know 
we will put no one on a waiting list." 


Right now the center has five coun- 


selors and three more will be added 
soon. The service never costs a family 
more than $200 a year and Jauch is try- 
ing to get foundation financing. 


"RIGHT NOW 90 per cent of our time 


is spent with families, not fund raising," 
he said. "I want to be able to show the 
foundation what we've done." 


When a family is referred to the ser- 


vice, the first step is a family session. 
"We always deal with the whole family, 
not just the child in trouble," Jauch said. 


Then for 10 weeks the parents take 


part in group meetings with other par- 
ents while the children meet with other 
children. 


The sessions deal with communication 


training and, Jauch said, are designed to 
work with parents on what to do and how 
to do it with their children. 


The whole process, Jauch said, con- 


sists of "the process of learning to be a 
child and learning to be a parent." 


Many parents have trouble with their 


children because they do not understand 
a parental role, he said, and they some- 
times rely on the police to do it. 


"WHEN A MOTHER calls the police 


and says her son won't go to school, you 
have to ask questions. By giving training 
and support to parents we could relieve 
police work," he added. 


After the 10-week session the family 


has a confrontation session in the home 
with the counselor and then tries to "go 
alone." 


But the counselor is involved in a 42' 


week follow-up on the family to make

sure the lessons work. 


"We are like a family conscience for 42 


weeks," Jauch explained. "We call up 
and ask how much time did you spend 
with your child this week." 


Most of the problems are the result of 


a structural family breakdown, he said. 


"Parents today have lost sight of any 


role. It is not a point of going back to 
some deep-seated parental role, but to 
find a role that fits into our society." 


A NEW ROLE, he said, mainly con- 


sists of two things. Parents should be in- 
formed and involved. 


"Kids really don't think parents are 


bad, but they think they are buffoons and 
sometimes they are right because par- 
ents don't know anything," he said. 


Involvement means making a com- 


mitment to the family, with the parents 
spending time with the family, he said 


"In many families communication con- 


sists of good morning at breakfast or an 
occasional grunt. People rarely talk to 
one another," Jauch said. 


The problems are mainly caused by in- 


dividuals, he added. "People look for ex- 
ternal reasons for delinquency, but to 
find the reasons we must be in- 
trospective. I'd like to blame society, but 
I can't." 


He added, "Sure, if you uproot a child 


15 tunes in 16 years it will affect him, 
but at the same time, if you are involved 
with the child and concerned about him 
you won't do it." 


So far the counseling has had good re- 


sults, he said 


"These are good people who don't 


know how to raise their children. Often 
the need is not to teach the son how to 
play ball, but to teach the father so he 
can teach his son "

School Tax 
Hike Slight 
In Dist. 26 


Residents in River Trails School Dist. 


26 will face only a slight increase on 
their school tax bills next year. 


Tuesday the Dist. 26 school board ap- 


proved a tax levy that will result in an 
estimated tax rate of $2 31 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, an increase of 3 cents 
over this year's levy. The school board 
also approved a budget of approximately 
$2,604,000 for the coming year. 


The levy, collectible next May from 


1970 property taxes, includes rates of 
$1.40 per $101 assessed valuation for the 
education fund; 25 cents for the building 
fund; 5.2 cents for the Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Funds; 3.8 cents for the rot 
fund; and 8.3 cents for the transportation 
fund. 


The levy will generate about $960,000 in 


the education fund, $175,000 in the build- 
ing fund, $33,000 in the retirement fund, 
$24,000 in the rent fund and $39,000 in the 
transportation fund, 


THE SCHOOL BOARD also approved 


the 1970-71 budget which shows estimated 
expenditures of $2,326,170 for the educa- 
tion fund; $60,400 for the transportation 
fund, $24,400 for the rent fund, $161,750 
for the building fund and $31,000 for the 
retirement fund. 


The educational fund is down $92,144 


from last year. Harwood said the de- 
crease was the result of paying off 
$400,000 worth of tax anticipation war- 
rants The warrants were sold to finance 
the education of children from Maryville 
Academy. 


The building fund has increased by 


$49,050 due to proposed black topping at 
district schools and additions to Indian 
Grove and Euclid Schools.

Andrew Kowalski, MSD construc- 
tion engineer, estimated the line would 
not be completed until March 1. 


Richard Schuld, OTS Dpresident, said 


the sanitary district would lose money 
each day th e635,000 feet of sewer lines 
"just sit in the ground." 


Construction of the interceptor has 


been delayed because F H. May Co., un- 
der contract with MSD, has declared 
bankruptcy. The insurance company that 
bonded the May Co. has supplied the 
J-Dee Construction Co. as a replacement. 
J-Dee started work on the project yester- 
day. 


Kowalski said that March 1 as a com- 


pletion date "is strictly a guess. Every- 
thing depends on how fast the contractor 
moves." 


He said the delay will cost MSD money 


but the bonding company will supply a 
daily penalty of approximately $500 for 
damages. He said most of the money will 
cover salaries of MSD engineers on the 
job. 


A spokesman for MSD said the district 


has not heard of any request for dam- 
ages from OTSD and therefore, could not 
comment. However, he said there is a 
provision in the contract between MSD 
and OTSD that states MSD is not respon- 
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sible for delays beyond its control. An 
attorney for MSD said he could not see 
how the contractor going bankrupt could 
be under MSD's control. 


Phase one of the OTSD line should be 


finished by the middle of October despite 
summer workmen strikes, according to 
Schuld. The first phase has been divided 
into four portions that have been issued 
to three contractors. 


Schuld said Scully, Hunter, and Scully 


have completed all of the portion west of 
Route 83 and south of Willow Road. The 
firm has just begun work on the portion 
north of Camp McDonald Road and east 
of Wheeling Road. 


Between 90 to 95 per cent of two other 


portions have been completed, according 
to Schuld. One covers parts of the line 
east of Route 83, west of Wheling Road, 
south of Willow Road, and north of Camp 
McDonald Road. The other takes in the 
,line east of Route 83, west of Wheeling 
Road and north of Euclid Avenue. 


Phase two of the OTSD project in- 


volving approximately 450 homes north 
of Willow Road is scheduled to begin af- 
ter the November deadline. 


Currently, Prospect Heights residents 


in the OTSD area are using septic tanks.

voluntary annexation was established by 
law to facilitate the village in conducting 
its business," he said. 


"THE INTEREST of the entire com- 


munity is benefited by not having islands 
of unincorporated property within its 
confines. Otherwise, these islands disrupt 
the continuity of the village and its abili- 
ty to carry out its business. This unin- 
corporated section presents problems in 
the area of fire and police protection and 
maintenance by public works," Teichert 
said. 


There are approximately 125 homes in 


the area to be annexed to the village. 


Teichert said the involuntary annexa- 


tion was made possible by the previous 
annexations of Windsor Estates and the 
Kaplan and Braun subdivision in the 
south section of the village. 


"Once these parcels of land were an- 


nexed, this left a site of less than 60 
acres of unincorporated land which re- 
mained within the confines of the village. 
So it was possible for the board to annex 
the property without the consent of the 
residents," Teichert said. 


Merle Betterman, of 1506 Willow Ln, 


nexation, told the board Tuesday he was 
one of the residents affected by the an- 
upset because the village planned to an- 
nex the property without notifying the 
residents.

Teachers' Salaries Up 


Almost $12 million has been allotted 


for teachers salaries in School Dist. 26 as 
the result of acceptance of a new salary 
schedule, 


Tuesday the Dist. 26 school board rati- 


fied a plan for salary increases that had 
been drawn up by board and teacher ne- 
gotiations teams. Last week teachers ra- 
tified the agreement that was reached af- 
ter more than three months of negotia- 
tions between the board and the River 
Trails Education Association (RTEA), 
the teachers bargaining agent. 


Only the night before, the school board 


of neighboring School Dist. 23 ratified a 
new salary plan giving pay increases to 
its teachers. 


The new Dist. 26 schedule includes in- 


creases in pay raises for each salary lev- 
el. A teacher is placed on a salary step 
according to the number of years of 
teaching experience and college training 
he has had. 


A TEACHER WITH no experience and 


a' bachelor's degree will receive $7,500 
for the school year as compared to last 


year's $7-,000 The maximum salary for a 
teacher with a bachelor's degree is 
$11,625, an increase of $1,425 over the 
previous maximum A teacher with a 
master's degree could start at $8,350 and 
eventually be paid as much as $14,200. 
Last year he got $7,600 and could rise up 
to $12,150. 


The schedule also provides for a $375 


increase for each salary raise after the 
third step. Teacher benefits from health 
and accident insurance have also been 
increased. Now a teacher can accumu- 
late 150 sick days instead of the previous 
120 


The plan also recognizes RTEA as the 


official bargaining agent for teachers 
This is only a formal repetition of a 
procedural agreement signed by the 
board and teachers in May. 


Clark Robinson was the only board 


member opposed to the new salary plan. 
He said it would increase the cost of op- 
erating the schools, and, as a result, the 
district would have to borrow additional 
money.

Dist. 214 Works To Chop Costs 


Officials and board members of High 


School Dist. 214 wrestled fitfully 
last 


night with a variety of methods of chop- 
ping money off the district budget. 


Working with the 1970-71 levy budget, 


the group looked ahead toward the 1971- 
72 school year, when the Rolling Mead- 
ows High School will hike district costs. 


At stake in last night's discussion was 


the threat of future tax anticipation war- 
rants as well as a possible referendum to 
meet future district costs next year. 


The reason for the year-ahead consid- 


eration is that the 1970-71 budget, to be 
approved later this month, projects tax 


revenue for the 1971-72 school year. 


Early in the meeting, Robert Weber) 


Asst. Supt. for district services, reported 
the districts can expect a 22 per cent in- 
crease in custodial and clerical costs in 
1971-72. 


HE ADDED THAT the budget for that 


year will anticipate a 10 per cent hike in 
district enrollment, a 5 per cent increase 
in supply costs and a 5 per cent increase 
in salaries. 


For the projected 1971-72 budget, some 


items, such as about $200,000 in custodial 
expenses, can be shifted into the building 
fund from the education fund to save 


costs, the board members agreed. 


The three board members present — 


Mrs. Leah Cummings, Richard Bachhu- 
ber, and Jack Costello — examined a va- 
riety of ways to chop costs. They will 
have to cut roughly $600,000 to avoid a 
deficit budget this year. Larger cuts will 
be necessary in 1971-72, unless revenue 
increases. 


Item by item, the board members ex- 


amined a budget which included projec- 
tions for 1971-72. They also discussed in 
detail state aid for the district, and re- 
jected the possibility of gaining federal 
funds as an "impacted area."

School Tax 
Hike Slight 
In Dist. 26 


Residents in River Trails School Dist. 


26 will face only a slight increase on 
their school tax bills next year. 


Tuesday the Dist. 26 school board ap- 


proved a tax levy that will result in an 
estimated tax rate of $2.31 per 1100 as- 
sessed valuation, an increase of 3 cents 
over this year's levy. The school board 
also approved a budget of approximately 
$2,604,000 for the coming year. 


The levy, collectible next May from 


1970 property taxes, includes rates of 
$1.40 per $100 assessed valuation for the 
education fund; 25 cents for the building 
fund; 5.2 cents for the Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Funds; 3.8 cents for the rent 
fund; and 6.3 cents for the transportation 
fund. 


The levy will generate about $980,000 in 


the education fund, $175,000 in the build- 
ing fund, $33,000 in the retirement fund, 
$24,000 in the rent fund and $39,000 to the 
transportation fund. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD also- approved 


the 1970-71 budget which shows estimated 
expenditures of $1,326,170 for the educa- 
tion fund; $60,400 for the transportation 
fund, $M,4M for the rent fund, $161,750 
for the building fund and $31,000 for the 
retirement fund. 


The educational fund is down $92,144 


from last year. Harwood said the de- 
crease was the retuM of paying off 
$400,OM worth of tax anticipation war- 
raata.

"Any property, which is less than 60 


acres and wholly bounded on all sides by 
a municipality, is subject to involuntary 
annexation by that municipality. In- 
voluntary annexation was established by 
law to facilitate the village in conducting 
its business," he said. 


"THE INTEREST of the entire com- 


munity is benefited by not having islands 
of unincorporated property within its 
confines. Otherwise, these islands disrupt 
the continuity of the village and its abili- 
ty to carry out its business. This unin- 
corporated section presents problems to 
the area of fire and police protection and 
maintenance by public works," Teichert 
said. 


There are approximately .125 homes in 


the area to be annexed to the village. 


Teichert said the involuntary annexa- 


tion was made possible by the previous 
annexations of Windsor Estates and the 
Kaplan and Braun subdivision to the 
south section of the village. 


"Once these parcels of land were an- 


nexed, this left a site of less than 60 
acres of unincorporated land which re- 
mained within the confines of the village. 
So it was possible for the board to annex 
the property without the consent of the 
residents," Teichert said. 


Merle Betterman, of 1506 Willow Ln., 


nexation, told the board Tuesday he was 
one of the residents affected by the an- 
upset because the village planned to an- 


nex the property without notifying the 
residents. 


TEICHERT TOLD Betterman there 


was no reason why the village should in- 
form the residents of the annexation pri- 
or to its approval by the board.

ALBERT NEWMAN, owner of the 


property, has agreed to turn over about 
two acres of land to the village for the 
construction of a two-million-gallon res- 
ervoir and pump station and a fire sta- 
tion. Construction of the fire and water 
facilities has not yet been decided by the 
village, however. 


2-Hour Park 
Limit Ends 


The two-hour parking zones on Main 


Street between Busse Avenue and Cen- 
tral Road in Mount Prospect will be 
eliminated within the week. 


The village board voted Tuesday to ex- 


tend the no-parking policy on Main Street 
north from Northwest Highway to Ken- 
sington Road in order to ease traffic 
congestion along Main Street and in the 
downtown area. 


Prior to the meeting Tuesday, parking 


on North Main Street was only allowed 
between Busse Avenue and Central 
Road. The no-parking policy on Mam 
Street between Northwest Highway and 
Busse Avenue and between Central Road 
and Kensington Road has been in effect 
for several years. 


David Creamer, director of public 


works, said the Illinois Highway Depart- 
ment requested the village amend its 
traffic code to prohibit all parking on 
North Main Street. 


"Although Main Street (Rte. 83) is a 


state road, the state highway department 
must request the village to amend its 
traffic code. Once the code is amended to 
prohibit parking in this section, then the, 
state will post no-parking signs," Crea- 
' mer said. 


"The state asked the village to comply 


with its request as part of the state high- 
way department's safety program and in 
order to ease traffic congestion on the 
main thoroughfare," he explained. 


The only parking allowed on Main 


Street wifl be between Henry Street and 
Judith Ann Drive on Sunday from 8 a.m.

HE ADDED THAT the budget for that 


year will anticipate, a 10 per cent hike in 
district enrollment, a 5 per cent increase 
in supply costs and a 5 per cent increase 
in salaries. 


For the projected 1971-72 budget, some 


items, such as about $200,000 in custodial 
expenses, can be shifted into the building 
fund from the education fund to save 


costs, the board members agreed.

ous sections of the village in late May 
and early June. "I don't want to face

A de- 
tention basin on the Army's Nike site has 
already been completed and is expected 
to make a significant change in the flood- 
ing problem in the southside subdivision 
of Surrey Ridge West next spring. The 
basin is approximately 1,000 feet long 
and ISO feet wide. 


A DETENTION basin, as opposed to a 


retention basin, is designed to detain wa- 
ter during peak flooding periods and to 
be used for other purposes when dry. 


Another new detention basin is in the 


works for a site south of Kirchoff Road 


and east of Wilke Road. The basin, which 
will hold about one foot of water over 80 
acres, will cost about $1 million. 


Hanson said the Metropolitan Sanitary 


District has appropriated $535,00* for the 
construction, with the remainder to be 
paid by the village, The manager said 
the engineering work for the basin has 
already begun and the actual construc- 
tion should be well underway by spring. 


Two more detention basins have been 


planned for the far north side of the vil- 
lage. The first is planned for Lots 2 and 
3, north of Tanglewood Drive and south 
of University Drive, designed to benefit 
the Berkley Square area. The second is 
outside the village, west of Arlington 
Heights Road and north of University 
Drive. The land is owned by Miner 
Builders, a construction firm doing ex- 
tensive development in that area. Both of 
these basins will have to first be ap- 
proved by the village board. 


REGRADING has also been proposed 


in Camelot Park, Brighton Place and 
Suffield Drive, to aid the flooding prob- 


lem in that northeastern area of the vil- 
lage. Hanson said a portion of the park 
would be used as a detention basin dur- 
ing peak periods and remain as a recrea- 
tional facility the majority of /the year. 


School Dist. 214 announced last week 


that the board of education approved the 
expenditure of almost $56,000 for paving 
and drainage work on Falcon Drive, just 
south of Forest View High School. This 
work is expected to alleviate much of the 
flooding from the school south to Algon- 
quin Road between Cedar Glen Drive 
and Embers Lane. 


Hanson reported to the board of 


trustees' committee of the whole Monday 
night on two other areas the adminis- 
tration feels are contributing to the over- 
all flooding problem. The manager re- 
ported a downspout study in the area 


bounded by Wilke Road; Oakton, Dunton 
and Euclid streets, and Northwest High- 
way indicated that downspouts connected 
to a combination sewer system are par- 
tially to blame for flooding in that area. 


The administration also claimed that 


illegal connection of storm sump pumps 
into sanitary sewers in the Ivy Hill area 
is contributing to that subdivision's wa- 
ter problem.

They had been paying $100 a month 


and had their belongings packed Friday, 
but until Sunday, they didn't know where 
they were going 


Mrs. Hall, 41, said Clark Robinson of 


the Mount Prospect FISH group con- 
tacted her Saturday and then told her 
Sunday she had a new home and 
wouldn't have to be evicted 


Mrs. Hall said Robinson told her Satur- 


day she might be able to live in the va- 
cant parsonage next to the church, but 
said it was being used as a meeting 
place for the church's young people and 
they would have to give their okay 


THE YOUNG PEOPLE'S group, with 


a membership of 15, voted unanimously 
to let her live in the house temporarily, 
she said. 


Within two hours Sunday, all the Halls' 


possession!) were moved to their new 
home. 


"There were about five kids and they 


had rented a trailer and moved us so 
quick 1 couldn't believe it," said Mrs 
Hall 


She and her two children, Judy, 9 and 


Robert, 10, slept on clean sheets and took 
long, warm baths Sunday night. 


"Most people take that for granted, but 


in June our well at the old place broke 
down and we were without water, except 
to drink and wash up with I used to haul 
it daily from my babysitter's place near 
Bensenville. They live in a trailer. But 
it sure felt good to soak in a tub and 
wash up I don't know if we'll ever get 
all the dirt off us I spent two hours in 
the tub myself," she said 


Mrs Hall is now looking for a job but 


said her age is a factor against her "No- 
body wants to hire a woman over 40 to- 
day I guess they think you're over the 
hill When I was 35 I could quit one place 
and go down the street and get another 


job. 
But not now. They tell you to call 


back later, but I know from experience if 
they don't hire you on the spot, they 
probably won't at all," she said. 


Mrs. Hall is looking for office and cler- 


ical work and has experience. 


Her aim now is to get a job and enough 


money together to rent an apartment. 
She was laid off from her last job a 
month ago and hasn't bad any luck job 
hunting since.

Israel Welcomes All Jews: Rabbi 


by DON BRANNAN 


Israel is comparable to the United 


States before immigration laws were 
tightened, according to Rabbi Hillel 
Gamoran of Beth Tikvah Congregation, 
275 Hillcrest Blvd., Hoffman Estates. 


"Jews from all over the world are wel- 


come in Israel," said Gamoran, who re- 
turned this month after studying in Is- 
rael for the past six months. His family, 
including his wife, Judith, daughter, Mi- 
riam, 6, and sons Adam, 13, Saul, 11 and 
Reuben, 9, accompanied the Rabbi. 


Rabbi Gamoran observed his 10th anni- 


versary as spiritual leader of the Beth 


• Tikvah Temple this year. The temple's 
congregation includes 200 families from 
throughout the Northwest suburbs. 


During their stay in Israel, the Gamo- 


rans Immersed themselves in Jewish cul- 
ture and history. 


The Gamoran family lived in a four- 


room apartment in the newer section of 
Jerusalem while in Israel, and Rabbi 
Gamoran did research in the field of 
Jewish law and history at the Hebrew 


University in Jerusalem. 


"It probably has the best resource li- 


brary in the world in the field of Jewish 
studies," declared Gamoran. 


"IN ISRAEL YOU are surrounded by 


history," said Rabbi Gamoran. "Not only 
the history of the Bible, but the history of 
the 1948 and 1967 wars." 


"Practically the first thing we did af- 


ter arriving in Jerusalem was to visit the 
famous Wailing Wall in the Old City," 
said Gamoran. 


On a previous trip to Israel in 1954, 


Rabbi Gamoran and his wife were not 
able to see the Wailing Wall because the 
Old City of Jerusalem was under Jorda- 
nian'rule, and Jews were not allowed 
there. The Old City remained under Jor- 
dan's control until the 1967 war. 


The wall, one of the most sacred land- 


marks to Jews, is believed to be located 
on the site of the original temple built by 
Solomon. Rebuilt by Herod, the temple 
was destroyed by the Romans about 70 
A.D.

munity settlement in Israel. "About ten 
per cent of the population lives in com- 
munes. However, it is a voluntary thing 
for the individual," said the Rabbi. 


"The people living in the kibbutz are 


idealists," he added. 


What difference is there for a Jew in 


Israel rather than in the United States? 


"In the United States you have to work 


harder at being a Jew," said the Rabbi. 
"You must send your children to reli- 
gious school to teach them Hebrew, and 
you must ask your employer for time off 
on religious holidays. In Israel, all busi- 
nesses are closed on holidays." 


THE GAMORANS participated in cele- 


brations on Israel's Independence Day in 
May. 


"Israel is the homeland for Jews, and 


Jews from all over the world are wel- 
come. It is a land where Jews have de- 
veloped .their own culture," Gamoran ob- 
served. "Everyone you meet in Irsael 
has a story which explains his reason for 
coming there."

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Student Codes Passed Despite Criticism 
Oakton Board Takes 'More Cautious Attitude' 


Two student codes were approved by 


the Oakton Community College Board 
Tuesday though a sectiion desired by the 
administration was voted down, and 
some board members voiced criticisms 
of the final product. 


The codes, which deal with student 


conduct and involvement in college gov- 
ernment, were developed over several 
months time by the administration, with 
help of board members. 


At a previous meeting, a version of the 


codes giving students more voice was 
withdrawn at board request because 


questions of board authority in college 
government had not been settled, accord- 
ing to LeRoy Wauck, board member who 
had worked with the administration on 
the codes. 


WAUCK FEELS THE board moved to- 


wards "a more cautious attitude" on stu- 
dent involvement than that voiced in the 
removed section — a quote from the 
Joint Statement on Rights and Freedoms 
of Students, created several years ago by 
five professional educational associ- 
ations. 


The removed portion said: "As con- 


stituents of the academic community, 
students should be free, individually and 
collectively, to express their views on is- 
sue's, of institutional policy and on mat- 
ers of general interest to the student 
body. 


"The student body should have clearly 


defined means to participate in the for- 
mulation and application of institutional 
policy affecting academic and student af- 
fairs." 


Wauck also feels the board should not 


put itself in a position of seeming to sup-' 
port all the Joint Statement upholds. 


"We may be in agreement with the state- 
ment, but for different reasons," he said. 
The Joint Statement, he said, may be 
more appropriate for universities. 


WAUCK SAID THE inclusion of the 


Joint Statement quote was a "presti- 
gueful thing for the administration. They 
wanted to reaffirm their feeling that stu- 
dents should be involved. They don't 
want to be restricted." 


Wauck and William Koehnline, college 


president, agreed that students should be 
active participants in school government.

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The number of drowmngs over Labor 


Day weekend could reach a three-year 
high, according to the American Red 
Cross Three Des Plaines residents have 
drowned so far this year 


Since April, 87 drownings have been re- 


ported in the local news media-in the six- 
county area of Cook, Lake, DuPage, 
Will, Kane and Kendall counties 


Dr J Jan Gund, volunteer water safe- 


ty chairman for Mid-America Chapter of 
Red Cross in Chicago, said, "If everyone 
is extremely careful in and around water 
during the Labor Day weekend, we can 
avoid setting a tragic record " 


She said seven young persons under 


the age of 22 drowned during Labor Day 
weekend, 1969 


Dr Gund stressed that persons who 


don't intend to go swimming but will be 
around lakes and pools, should also be 
cautious 


"The drownings this year include 36 


persons who hadn't even intended to be 
in the water," Dr Gund said 


"These persons fell off docks or were 


thiown from boats which overturned in 
the water 


THE 1970 DROWNINGS include 60 per- 


sons under 21 years of age Also, boys 
and men are more likely than girls to 
become drowning victims Only 14 girls 
are among the 87 drownings in the six- 
county area this year 


Dr Gund said the single most impor- 


tant rule for boaters is stay with the 
boat A boat which has overturned or be- 


come swamped will still float, and sup- 
port its former occupants until help can 
reach them 


Four additional safety steps to help 


avoid a three-year record number of 
drownings are 


—Never swim alone, but only in guard- 


ed areas or with a friend who could sum- 
mon help, 


—Be sure your boat carries a life jack- 


et for every passenger Do not overload 
the boat, 


—Supervise children constantly when 


they are playing near pools, ponds, lakes 
anddramage ditches, 


—Enter the water to save a swimmer 


in trouble only if you are a trained hfesa- 
ver If not trained, extend your reach to 
the victim by offering an oar, tree limb, 
towel or lifesavmg ring

in a legal court situation — was a "red 
flag." 


When asked If this meant the board 


felt students would expect or demand 
more rights than their > student per- 
ogatlves allow, he would not comment. 


Wauck, in his presentation of the codes 


to the board said the codes had been 
formed in the "context of what is going 
on today." 


He said there is a hierarchy of author- 


ity with the board first, then the adminis- 
tration, faculty and students.. Some 
schools, like the University of Illinois, 
have decided on a "tight" situation, 
while other schools have advocated total 
permissiveness. 


The codes deal with basic human 


rights and responsibilities within the hi- 
erarchy of legal authority that gives the 
board authority to operate through the 
administration, he snid. 


IT IS NOT CLEAR what inherent stu- 


dent rights exist, he said, though they do 
have a special relationship to the school, 
and should participate. 


Board Member Milton Falkoff criti- 


cized the Statement on Student In- 
volvement, though he joined the unani- 
mous vote. Me said it avoided the issues, 
and didn't say where ultimate authority 
rests. 


The spirit of it might lead to arbitrary 


decisions and would not take into account 
the purpose of a student's actions, he 
said. He also said it was too vague to be 
used legally. 


Trustee Paul Gllson said the code was 


not intended to cover every discipline 
problem. John Donahue, dean of student 
personnel, said recent court decisions 
show that student codes do not have to 
list each offense to be as specific as a 
law. 


Gilson said the spirit of the codes is 


what Is important, and Wauck Mid the 
specific rights are inherent and don't 
have to be spelled out. 


Raymond Hartstein, board chairman, 


said he would have liked more emphasis 
on the "positive" side of discipline, as 
"part of the teaching process," 


Wauck told the Herald/Day that they 


wanted the codes to be general, to they 
could be developed in the future. Appre- 
hensions about troubles with students, 
probably, will be "without foundation," 
he said.

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Area Housing Problem 
'Work Together...Or Lose' 


by LEA TONKIN 


New direction in the search for in- 


swell to • housing problem in the North- 
west Suburbs was given this week in a 
report Iwued by the Cook County Office 
of Economic Opportunity. 


The report is the first of its kind for 


the six-township area served by the 
Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows. Spawned by the death of three 
children In a fire in Elk Grove Township 
last November, the study was prepared 
by 
University of Illinois 
(Urbana- 


Champaign) Prof. Robert Katz, of tht 
'School of Architecture, 


Stating that the cure may have been 


worse than the problem in the aftermath 
of the fire, with the eviction of several 
families and the splintering of concerned 
citizens Into various groups, the report 
tuggesU plant of action to alleviate the 
shortage of decent low-income housing in 
the Northwest Suburbs, and the need for 
professionals to Implement the pro- 
grams. 


KATZ BASED HIS report on several 


viiltt to the Northwest Suburbs and in- 
terviews with Mrs. Stanley; J. RMinger 
of Home, Inc., a CCOEO affiliate; 
Charles D. Hughes, Jr., executive direc- 
tor of the Cook County Office of Econom- 
ic Opportunity; and various community 
source*. 


After describing the housing situation 


as he saw It, Katz listed plans for action. 


"The November fire is the result of 


widespread neglect of the housing needs 
of a substantial portion of the population, 
of an acute housing shortage for families 
of low and moderate income, of restric- 
tive and discriminatory local codes and 
real estate practices and a variety of 
other failures which exist throughout 
metropolitan Chicago and the rest of sub- 
urban America," the report said. 


"THERE WILL ALWAYS be people 


who are living in worse conditions than 
those in the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter area who will move ;nto the shacks 
and barns and enjoy better conditions 
than what they hav? left," the report 
said. "No matter how much they would 
like to, the suburban communities can 
not erect a fence around their town, and 
even those places that have so far been 
able to keep out the 'undesirables' are 
finding this an increasingly difficult posi- 
tion to maintain." 


The report said a large proportion of 


residential construction is recent and 
that little filters down to families of mod- 
est incomes. This is in addition to a lack 
of public housing and the popularity of 
owner-occupied housing (single family 
detached). This is reflected in local zon- 
ing, according to the report, limiting the. 
amount of rental accommodations and 
more often than not, providing apart- 
ments designed for the single person or 
childless couple. 


"IN THE FACE OF A situation that 


can best be described as desperate, there 
is virtually no public or private action 
underway to remedy the situation," the 
report continued. "Cities are not estab- 
lishing housing authorities to construct 
public housing and the county agency is 
not building in the unincorporated areas 
in the face of the usual unpopularity of 
subsidized housing. Private and quasi- 
public bodies are thwarted in their ef- 
forts by hostile, or at best, apathetic 
communities. The groups that are sin- 
cere in their efforts are limited by a lack 
of resources, knowledge, political acu- 
men, cohesiveness and strategies for ef- 
fective action.' 


Short-term action suggested by Katz 


includes: searching for existing housing, 
both standard and slightly below stan- 
dard, that can be made available to fam- 
ilies displaced or threatened with evic- 
tion; investigating the feasibility of re- 
habilitation of the substandard buildings 
now being occupied; and searching for 
non-residential structures with the poten- 
tial of conversion to residential use. 


KATZ SAID long-term action should in- 


volve an Investigation of available land 
for new construction. For each of the 
suggestions he suggested strategies for 
the acquisition of properties. 


Variety of housing sites will meet the 


needs of the occupants as well as the 
desires of the community when new con- 
struction is possible, Katz said. Variety 
could be achieved both in the financing 
of the project — whether FHA subsidized 
interest rates, public housing, private de- 
velopment on urban renewal land — and 
the type of housing developed — single 
family detached dwellings, townhonses, 
apartments and mobile homes. 


Implementing such a program or a va- 


riety of programs is a job for experts in 
housing and related fields, said Katz. "At 
present these experts are not in the em- 
ployment of the groups most interested 
in solving the housing crisis, but unless 
they are retained, it is doubtful that any 
lasting solutions can be found," he said. 


He said one or two such professionals 


should be recruited to devote full time to 
the job of assisting the Northwest Oppor- 
tunity Center and other agencies. Local 
persons would continue to be needed to 
interview families and locate housing 
sites. 


"WHILE THESE implementing strate- 


gies are set in motion, the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center will have to continue to 
operate a housing referral system," the 
report said. "And after .these new pro- 
grams have been launched, the North- 
west Opportunity Center will have to con- 
tinue to service them, particularly if the 
programs are successful." 


In response to the report, Mrs. Stanley 


commented, "We didn't commission pro-' 
fessor Katz to get this answer. 


"The reason fw this report is to give 


all the groups working on this problem a 
basic premise so they can work together 
effectively," said Mrs. Stanley. "There is

Indoor Golf 


Here's A Way To Play All Year 


by PAUL LOGAN 


Many people love the game of golf, but 


few enjoy putting up with the multitude 
of annoyances that plague them through- 
out the season. 


In the spring there are the cold winds 


and the soggy fairways, in the summer 
the scorching temperatures and the bak- 
ing humidity, and in the fall there are 
the bleak days with the terror of leaves 
swallowing balls. 


And throughout the season the mos- 


quitoes seem to thrive on linksters' blood 
while the woods, weeds and water keep 
healthy on a regular diet of golf balls 


Golfers put up with these problems 


year after year in the Midwest for their 
season is limited between the snows of 
November and February. But not any- 
more. 


Now there is a place — All Seasons 


Golf — that can give the golfer just 
about everything he wants without all the 
above annoyances. 


Located at the Brunswick Recreation 


Center, 19 W. 445 Roosevelt Rd. in Lom- 
bard, this indoor golf course gives Chica- 
goans a chance to play any time during 
the year without losing a ball, getting a 
sunstroke or paying for a caddy or cart. 


All Seasons, an exclusive development 


of Brunswick research and engineering, 
is the first recreational device of its kind 
this side of New York State. 


This Is the fourth season that indoor 


golf has been in operation in Lombard 
but this [all will be the first time the new 
Brunswick equipment will be in oper- 
ation. 


All Seasons Golf is composed of two 


fairways, a 50-foot undulating green that 
can change its conteurs with the flick of 
a dial and a deep bunker for those who 
stray off the fairway. 


The course, nine holes with a par 36, 


provides authentic golf action from tee to 
cup through the ingenious use of color 
photography, electronic computing and 
mechanical simulation. 


Here is how the all season golfer plays 


this indoor game: 


Using his own driver, or one from a set 


of rental clubs available for a $1 rental 
fee, he hits his tee shot into a full-color 
fairway scene of one of nine picturesque 
fairways. 


The ball is shot into a screen made like 


narrow Venetian blind-like slits As the 
real ball disappears behind the screen, 
an electronic ball shows the flight of the 
ball down the fairway 


No matter how the golfer hits the ball 


— hook, slice, low shot or sky ball — the 
electronic wizardry of this machine-re- 
creates the shot It bounces down the 
fairway or rough and when it stops a

The golfer then activates a change in 


the fairway scene to the spot where his 
drive stopped The scene before is ex- 
actly the way it would look if he were 
actually on the hole of the course he is 
playing. Depending on his he and the 
yardage remaining, he selects a club for 
his second shot. 


If his lie is the fairway, the place 


where he hits his second shot will be a 
smooth artificial grass area. But if his 
shot went into the rough, he will have to 
hit ont of deep artificial grass. And a 
fairway trap will be reproduced by hav- 
ing to hit from off a mat that will simu- 
late pounding a shot out of the sand. 


When the golfer reaches the green 


area, he moves from the fairway to the 
All Seasons green at the spot indicated 
by his approach shot Then he may face 
the challenge of shooting a chip shot 
from the fringe of the green blasting 
from the deep sand bunker or putting 
from as far as 50 feet from the hole. 


The holes used on the All Seasons 


course have been selected from golf 
courses located both in the Chicagoland 
area and from California. 


Four holes are taken from the St. 


Charles Country Club, one from Medinah 
CC, two from Brierwood CC and two 
from Lake Norman CC in California. The 
yardage for the nine-hole layout is S.157 
and can be quite challenging as this re- 
porter found out 


The course has a complete pro shop 


featuring MacGregor golf equipment and 
supplies. Heading up the whole operation 
is Nic BelCastre, veteran golf instructor 
and PGA member for over 35 years. 


The cost of playing All Seasons is 


based on two-hour time charges — the 
average time it takes a foursome to 
shoot nine holes. The price is $10 to use 
one of the two courses with one person or 
up to four playing for the same amount 
of money. 


The $10 charge is for between 9 p m 


until 6 p.m Monday through Friday and 
$11 after 6 p m on weekdays. Naturally 
the cost is a little higher on weekends 
and holidays — $12. 


Reservations have been going quickly 


for some of the prime times during the 
winter and BelCastre has regular golf 
leagues that have been playing year 
round. Reservations can be made by 
calling 627-6763. 


All Seasons Golf is open from 9 a.m. 


until midnight every day until Oct. 3 Af- 
ter that date, All Seasons will open at 7 
a.m on weekdays and 6 am. on week- 
ends and holidays.

bridge old man Z who used to play all 
the dummies in the auction bridge col- 
umns had learned something about con- 
tract bidding. Not much but he at least 
had found the Blackwood convention. He 
had also won two straight duplicates by 
brilliant dummy play and the boys de- 
cided to run in a trick hand on him. 


Z had learned about Blackwood and 


used or abused it every time he held a 
good hand so that his four and five no- 
trump followed by seven spades were 
just about automatic for him. 


Looking at all four hands you can see 


that the contract will make if declarer 
tries the heart finesse or if he finesses 
clubs against West and ruffs out the 
king. Looking at just the North and South 
hands you can also see that the best per- 
centage play is to play two rounds of 
trumps. They divide evenly whereupon 
South should lay down the ace and king 
of hearts to see if the queen will drop. 
When k doesn't drop South should lead 
the jack of clubs to dummy's ace and 
return the queen for a ruffing finesse. 
Since West holds the king of clubs this 
percentage play leaves South down two 
tricks.

Q — CAN A veteran go to any school,

A — Yes, if the school's course or pro- 


gram leads to a recognized educational, 
vocational or professional objective, and 
is approved by a state-approving agency 


Q — I CANNOT find my G.I insurance 


policy. Does this jeopardize my protec- 
tion in any manner? 


A — No. Notify the Veterans Adminis- 


tration that the policy lost, destroyed, or 
never received, and you will be issued a 


duplicate. Be sure to include the insur- 
ance policy number if you know ft. Oth- 
erwise send your full name, VA claim 
number, military service number and 
date of birth 


Q — I SERVED four years in the Ma- 


rines, and will be honorably discharged 
in a few weeks Will I receive 48 months 
of educational assistance? 


A — Your maximum entitlement is 36 


months under the GI Bill. However, if 
you are also eligible under some other 
law — such as the child of a permanently 
and totally disabled veteran — you may 
receive a combined total of up to 48 
months 


Q — MY WIFE has indicated an inter- 


est in serving as a hospital volunteer 
worker. However, she can serve at only 
odd hours, can this be done? 


A — Yes The volunteer service can 


use help at any hour

The Way We See It 
Throw Them Out! 


Trustees of the University of Illi- 


nois have adopted a hardline policy 
on students who disrupt campus 
life and threaten the safety of oth- 
ers. 


Though the policy echoes one al- 


ready put into effect by the 
school's administration, we con- 
gratulate the trustees on their af- 
firmative action. 


Troublemakers have no place on 


campus, hiding under the guise of 
students. 


Tens of thousands of persons at- 


tend college in Illinois; for the 
most part they and their instruc- 
tors are intent on the expansion of 
knowledge. To continue to permit a 
few hoodlums on campus to disrupt 
their work would be unpardonable. 


Students should be politically 


conscious, and they should take 
part in partisan activities. We are 
not suggesting that demonstrations 
be outlawed so long as they are or- 
derly. 


Unfortunately, however, student 


demonstrations have been per- 
mitted to get out of hand in the 
past, and university authorities 
have not always cracked down fast 
enough or hard enough. 


The trustees adopted a com- 


monsense code with which few 
could argue: 


"A student enrolling in the Uni- 


versity of Illinois assumes an obli- 
gation to conduct himself in a man- 
ner compatible with the univer- 
sity's function as an educational in- 
stitution and suitable to a member 
of an academic community." 


A disruptive demonstration is de- 


fined as one that "substantially im- 
pedes university operations or sub- 
stantially interferes with the rights 
of others or takes place on prem- 
ises or at times where students are 
not authorized to be." 


Students who participate in such 


demonstrations, conduct sit-ins, 
use violence, damage university 


property or refuse to obey instruc- 
tions from university officials are 
subject to expulsion. 


This code, and a similar reining 


in by other university authorities, 
should serve to end the over- 
permissive atmosphere that has 
encouraged campus demonstra- 
tions, violence, and vandalism. The 
seriousness of the problem was 
made clear recently when a Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin building was 
bombed and subsequently when 
student leaders and police agreed a 
hard core of radicals had cached 
1,000 weapons on campus. 


Society has a grave problem in 


dealing with bombers, arsonists 
and revolutionaries. But these are 
not problems a university can cope 
with or should solve. 


Individuals who cannot live by Il- 


linois' new student code should be 
tossed off campus, quickly and un- 
ceremoniously. 


This Is The 'Age Of Suburbia' 


More than the Age of Youth, this 


is becoming the Age of Suburbia. 
For the first time in United States 
history, more people are living in 
the suburbs than in the central 
cities or rural areas. This finding 
of the 1970 census will have major 
impact on politics, housing, life 
styles, economic trends. 


Three-quarters of the population 


growth since 1960 took place in 
metropolitan areas. While some 
cities declined slightly in popu- 
lation, the suburbs grew. This 
should be translatable into more 


suburban political power. One pro- 
jection suggests that suburban con- 
gressional districts will grow from 
92 to 129. 


The Republicans strongly believe 


they will benefit. Strtegist Kevin 
Phillips argues that the suburban 
residents tends to be socially con- 
servative — hence Republican. 
Elections Research Center Direc- 
tor Richard Scammon cautions 
against a blanket definition, noting 
that great varieties of people, blue 
collar as well as white collar, and 


from all ethnic backgrounds, now 
have moved to suburbia. 


However this may be, it seems 


likely that "suburban" issues will 
have increased political 
clout: 


such as education, intercity trans- 
port, middle-income tax reform, 
environmental pollution. The sub- 
urbanite will manifestly need to 
stretch bis compassion to support 
those welfare, antipoverty, low- 
cost housing and job-training is- 
sues which agitate the central city 
populations.

Hospitals serving Des Plaines are con- 


stantly involved in interesting activities 
and with people who often do the most 
fascinating things.

to Lutheran General Hospital to attend a 
class in pre-natal instruction. By mistake 
the couple walked into a class being con- 
ducted on pre-marital counseling. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY," said Pastor 


Arthur Bickel, instructor of the class, 
"everyone looked quite confused." 


Pastor Bickel also remembers the time 


an elderly husband and wife were hospi- 
talized in difefrent rooms. 


"The husband'decided one afternoon to 


visit his wife. He walked down the hall 
and went into a room and sat down next 
to a bed.

Emabr- 
rassed at what he had done, the man 
apologized and left," Pastor Bickel re- 
called. 


Forest Hospital, a center for psy-

It WM pleasantly surprising to see the 


matter of the Palatine patrolmen, the 
Cock County Police Association and the 
Village of Palatine handled rationally. 


It Is not unusual for politicians to trip 


over their egos on the way to making a 
public policy decision and so, when the 
recognition of the CCPA as official bar- 
gaining agent for patrolmen was grant- 
ed, the village could have heaved a col- 
lective sigh of relief. 


Trustee Wendell Jones, however, look- 


ed rather bad during the discussion of 
recognition. Jones is apparently ready to 
play "hard line" negotiator with the 
CCPA and maintained that the village 
isn't really recognizing; the group. 


INSTEAD, he said, the village is really 


allowing its representatives to meet with 
the CCPA to work out a "recognition" 
agreement. If they want to bargain, be 
said, let us bargain. 


There is a time and a place to be a 


hard nosed negotiator. Recognition of the 
CCPA was not the issue to start fighting 
about, so the board didn't. 


The village committed itself to the 


principle that the patrolmen have the 
right to collectively bargain when they 
authorfaed the election in which the po- 
licemen chose to be represented by the 
CCPA. If Jones was trying to say that 
the village has not committed itself to 
recognizing the group, be has made a 
serious mistake. 


It is one thing to be accused of "bad 


faith" in bargaining after a number of 
negotiating sessions but it is another 
when the charges could come at the start 
of the bargaining process. 


IT 18 INTERESTING to note that Pal- 


atine patrolmen have not recently com- 
plained about salaries. This can be 
traced to the budget preparations of Vil- 
lage Mfr. Berton 6. Braun. 


By nil recommendations It is obvious 


that be believes that anyone working for 
UN village should not be expected to 
work for less than a comparable salary 
paid to non-public employes. 


Braun has, In other words, represented 


village etapteyes in general and police- 
«j« to particular to the rinage board as 
qualified, competent people. 


Since he will be in the middle of the 


negotiation process it is important that 
the policemen recognize that be has, for 
the moat part, been fab;. It is also impor- 
tant that be realize that the patrolmen 


have some legitimate grievances, and, 
with dissatisfied policemen, the quality 
of law enforcement in the village could 
suffer. 


Respect on both sides is one of the key 


elements in collective negotiations. 


MOST OF THE policemen's complaints 


have centered on the administration of 
the department. Braun has previously 
said that the patrolmen will not run the 
department. 


One of the first items that will be es- 


tablished is a grievance procedure. Once 
this happens the men would have a way 
in which to voice complaints in a manner 
that will be satisfying to them and the 
village. 


Let us also hope that the representa- 


tives of both the village and the police 
will not reach their levels of in- 
competence as collective bargainers.

Wants Sewer Job Done Properly 


It has. often been said that you can't 


fight city hall. I hope this old adage is 
wrong. 


When we moved to the Arlington Crest 


division of Palatine, work was well under 
way towards putting sewer and water 
easements under ground. In fact, the 
pipes were in and covered. We were told 
that, although the project was supposed 
to have taken eight months to complete, 
it had dragged on to 18 months, with no 
end in sight. 


Problems arose from the project, in- 


cluding flooding, improper drainage, and 
other annoying situations. Finally, the 
people who had started the job, began 
restoring the frontages on all the front 
yards in the area. The contract specified 
that six inches of topsoil was to be 
spread, fertilized, seeded with a pre- 
scribed mixture and amount of grass 
seed, and watered well until the grass 
began to grow.

Boomingest Boom Town

The preliminary figures released last 


week by the U.S. Census Bureau bore out 
what everyone in Buffalo Grove had 
known all along: Buffalo Grove, like a 
lot of other suburban communities had 
grown by leaps and bounds. 


The preliminary results of the 1970 cen- 


sus show that 11,548 persons now live 
the village. Back in 1960 there were only 
1,482 in Buffalo Grove. The village was 
incorporated in 1858. 


But Buffalo Grove has done a lot more 


than just grow in the last 10 yean. It has 
changed tremendously. And it promises 
to change even more hi the next decade. 


BUFFALO GROVE "old-timers" (in 


Buffalo Grove an old-timer is variously 
defined u one who has Lived in the vil- 
lage at least four to six yean) ten of the 
days when few streets in the village were 
paved and children used to go swimming 
in Buffalo Creek. 


But today, the streets are paved (moot 


of them, that is) the creek is dirty, and 
there are 10,000 more persons in the vil- 
lage. 


There have been other changes in the 


last 10 years. As home construction in 
the village proceeded through the 60's 
the homes that were being built became 
bigger and more expensive. Levitt came 
in with its giant Strathmore development 
that win total about 1,500 homes when it 
is completed. 


Another change -was the advent of 


apartments. To date there are two apart- 
ment complexes in the village. Several 
more have been approved — enough as a 
matter of fact that many residents are 
concerned they might be allowing too 
many apartments In their village. 


Other changes: the number of schools 


has increased by several times, the fire 
department has grown, the village has 
become a two-county community. 


YET AS BIG-as all these changes are, 


still more important changes an yet to 
come. For Instance, hopefully, the vil- 


lage will develop shopping areas, the one 
already started along Dundee Road, the 
other along Highway S3 in the Lake 
County portion of the village. 


Another more necessary change deals 


with municipal services — water and 
sewer services, to be specific. The vil- 
lage must have an adequate and reliable 
water supply, something it does not yet 
enjoy. Village officials have been trying 
to take the steps necessary for that for 
the last several years. They are close to 
their goal, but time is running out The 
village has already suffered one well- 
publicized water shortage. 


Other changes must come. The tax 


base must be built up, whether with ad- 
ditional commercial properties or with 
•elected industries. Abo the park system 
must grow to better serve its residents. 


The last 10 yean have seen tre- 


mendous growth and change in the vil- 
lage. It is critical the next 10 yean see 
more change. 


was completely disregarded. Approxi- 
mately one and one-half inches of stone- 
filled clay was dumped on top of the 
stones which had been scattered on the 
frontages during the project.

work that was paid for over a year ago.

WASHINGTON (UPI) —One quick 


riffle through a new book called Energet- 
ics i* all you need to perceive why 83 per 
cent of the adulta in this country have 
weight problem*. 


It shows that most people never eat 


balanced meals. 


The number of calories in the food we 


eat greatly exceeds the number of ca- 
lories that we expend in eating the food. 


One raw quince, for example, contains 


60 calorlet. A medium sized pomegra- 
nate has 90 calories, including pulp and 
seeds, while five or six raw kumquats 
add up to 65 calorie*. 


But the amount of energy required to 


consume these delicacies burns up only 
SO calories per hour. 


THUS WE finish each meal with a sur- 


plus of calories which, unless reduced by 
other means, will be converted into body 
fat at the rate of 3,500 calories per 
pound. 


You could dispose of these excess ca- 


lories by brushing your hair 100 per 


Taxpayers 


Ask The IRS 


This column of questions and answers 


on federal tax matters is provided by the 
local office of the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service and is published as a public ser- 
vice to taxpayers. The column answers 
questions most frequently asked by tax- 
payers. 


0) 1 jttit got my refund. Does that 


mean my return was OK? 


A) The fact that you have your refund 


means your return contained all the in- 
formation required to process it. Later, 
you may be asked to verify the accuracy 
of an Item on your return, but it is not 
IRS policy to hold up refunds until a de- 
cision on whether to examine a return is 
made. 


As a rule, tax may be assessed any- 


time within three years from the date 
the return was due to be filed. For this 
reason, keep your records on your 1969 
tax return for at least three years. 
Records on stock purchases, property ac- 
quisitions and the like should be kept 
longer. 


Q) Shouldn't my employer reduce my 


wlthoMlag now that I've had my 65th 
birthday? 


A) You are entitled to an extra ex- 


emption for age which will reduce your 
tax withholding. To make this change, 
fill out a new withholding certificate, 
Form W-4, and give it to your employer. 


Even though you became 65 after the 


start of the tax year, you are entitled to 
the entire amount of the exemption 
allowed for age on your next tax return. 
Exemptions are not pro-rated. 


Q) Will profits from a sale of stock be 


taxed higher this year under the lew 
law? 


A) The alternative capital gains tax 


has been increased. However, up to 
$50,000, (|2S,000 for a married person fil- 
ing a seprate return), capital gains will 
be taxed at the same 25 per cent alterna- 
tive rate as they have in the past. Gains 
over $50,000 will be taxed at a ?,9',i per 


cent rate for 1970. In 1971, the alternative 
capital gains tax rate will go up to 32Mi 
per cent. Capital gains will be taxed at 
an effective maximum rate of 35 per 
cent in 1072. 


Q) Where can I get a copy of the new 


withholding rates that are effective July 
1,1970 so that I can adjust my payroll? 


A) The new withholding rates arc in 


Circular E. (Rev. June 1970) which is 
being mailed to employers throughout 
the country. Extra copies may be obtain- 
ed at your IRS district office. 


Q) What do you have to prove to de- 


duct moving expenses? 


A) Two basic condition's must be met 


to qualify for moving expense deduc- 
tions. First, your new place of employ- 
ment must be 50 miles farther from your 
old home than your previous place of 
employment. To state this another way, 
you would meet this requirement if it 
would be 50 miles farther to go from 
your old home to your new job than it 
was before you changed jobs. 


The other requirement is that you be a 


full-time employee at your new job for at 
least 39 weeks of the 12 months following 
your move. 


To meet these requirements it is not 


necessary to have your job before you 
move, They can be met by persons mov- 
ing to look for work as well as those who 
are either transferred to a new location 
or accept a new job that requires them 
to move. 


Q) I greatly Increased the value of my 


property thte tpring by putting in a num- 
ber of ornamental, shade and fruit trees. 
Can I get tax credit for what I spent? 


A) Although these expenses cannot be 


deducted they can be capitalized and 
added to the cost basis of your property. 
Only those costs which increased the val- 
ue of the property can be added, how- 
ever. The expense of maintaining your 
home may not be deducted or capital- 
ized. 


hour, playing the pipe organ 150 per 
hour, watching television 25 per hour or 
answering the telephone 50 per hour. 


But these activities become rather bor- 


ing after the first 15 or 20 minutes and 
lassitude begins to creep over us.

ONE WAY is to spend 5 or 10 minutes 


juggling the kumquats before we eat 
them. It's really amazing how much 
energy you expend keeping six kumquats 
in the air at once. 


Not all d shes are suitable for juggling, 


however. A bowl of turkey noodle soup, 60 
calories, is a notable example. So it is 
well to have alternate methods for up- 
ping your dining energy output. 


I personally recommend jogging, 


which burns calories at the terrific rate 
of 600 per hour. Rather than sit down to 
eat, you jog around the table while hav- 
ing breakfast, lunch and dinner 


And here's another helpful hint: Try 


combining dining with karate, which also 
burns 600 calories hourly. Serve your din- 
ner guests a few karate chops along with 
the lamb chops. 


In sum, eat three vigorous meals a day 


and coast the rest of the way.

cation specialist. But in large over-do- 
sages they may be extremely dangerous, 
he cautions. 


The chemicals in all drugs — even the 


most common OTC preparations — af- 
fect a function or part of the body. If 
misused, if used in excessive amounts or 
for too long a period of time, they may 
be harmful.

The combined effect of two or more 


drugs on the body can differ greatly 
from the action of each drug taken sepa- 
rately. Sometimes combining drugs pro- 
duces dangerous — even fatal — reac- 
tions. Each drug acts not only, on the 
body, but also it may act upon and in- 
crease the effect of other drugs — a con- 
dition known as "potentiation." 


If you regularly take a prescription me- 


dication, you should seek and follow your 
doctor's advice before using OTC drugs 
at the same time. Although not a drug, 
alcohol can potentiate the effect of a 
drug — especially when combined with 
sleeping pills or antihistamines.

a high school or college. These older kids 
work during their vacations trying to 
meet the costs of higher education. 


"I really think the summer vacation is 


too long. There just isn't enough for the 
children to do. It wouldn't pose problems 
for vacation planning — parents plan for 


what they anticipate." 


"I THINK the children would become 


bored with school if they had to go all 
year round," said Mrs. Raymond Szy- 
manski, 1294 Earl. "There's lots of things 
to do during the summer and I don't 
really think they get bored." 


Mrs. Raymond expressed the majority 


opinion. Most mothers felt vacations 
would be adversly affected, and they en- 
joyed the freedom of going on outings 
during the summer months. 


The minority, however, made good 


points. They felt students would fare bet- 
ter academically with no long breaks in 
their education. They also thought a two- 
week break would be long enough for the 
students to get away from the pressure 
of school but not long enough for them to 
get bored. 


We spoke with one teacher who, al- 


though she didn't have children, had 
very strong feelings on the subject. "If 
teachers are going to be working 12 
months a year, they are going to demand 
higher salaries," she said. "Right now 
we are paid well, but many teachers use 
summer employment to supplement their 
incomes. Others go to graduate school 
which will also bring their incomes up 
when they receive a higher degree. 


"There would not be the opportunity 


for either of these if we had to work all 
year. Then too, what happens in the 
classroom when part of your class drops 
out for a quarter? 


"The whole educational system — cur- 


riculum and all — would have to be re- 
vised. And is it really worth it?"

He Wants Pensions For Housewives

NEW YORK CUPI) - Heaven helps 


the working girl but who's looking out for 
the housewife? 


A congressman by the name of Ber- 


tram L. Podell, that's who. 


He is the architect of H.B. 18868, a bill 


calling for the establishment of a house- 
wife's pension fund. If the bill gets to the 
law stage, hubby could pay wife $25 a 
week for her very own pension fund. 


Hubby's contribution would .be tax de- 


ductible. This would have the effect of 
reducing the size of the federal bite on 
his income annually. 


Rep. Podell, D-N.Y., said the Ameri- 


can housewife is not covered by min- 
imum wage and hour laws. 


"As the traditional saying goes," he 


,said, "her work is never done; her ser- 
vice is essential to the wellbeing of our 
society. 


"I believe that the housewife should be 


financially secure in her later years, and 
my plan would insure this security." 


BUREAU OF LABOR statistics say 


26.8 million women are classified 
as 


housewives outside the work force. These 
women would be eligible to participate in 
the proposed pension fund. 


This number represents 60.4 per cent 


of all women classified as housewives. 
The rest of the housewives hold jobs out- 
side the home. 


Podell said the money set aside by the 


housewife could take the form of a trust 
or non-trust plan. If the housewife 
chooses the latter, the money could be 
put into an annuity plan, could be lodged 
with a bank in a custodial account, or be 
invested in special Treasury bonds. 


The funds would be redeemable'with 


interest when the housewife reached the' 
age of 59 years and six months. 


Podell believes his plan would free the 


American housewife from the financial 
insecurity that she has had to face in the 
past.

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Students Reimbursed At Oakton 


Oakton Community college will reim- 


burse students from Maine and Niles 
townships who are attending other junior 
colleges, even though its chargeback 
deadline has passed. 


The Oakton trustees acted Tuesday, af- 


ter hearing complaints from students 
who missed the Aug. 14 deadline to ex- 
tend the final date for reimbursement to 
the beginning of fall semesters of the 
other schools being attended by local stu- 
dents, 


Oakton, like other junior college dis- 


tricts, is required to pay part of the tui- 
tion for those students who must go out 
of the district to other junior colleges be- 
cause the course of study they need is 
not available. 


Normally, requests for reimbursement 


to another junior college must be made 
within 30 days of registration, but a ma- 
jority of the trustees voted to accept a 
liberal interpretation of the law and ex- 
tend the rebate deadline. The trustees 
had received about 130 letters and Tues- 
day night hoard in-person complaints 
from 30 students who had missed the cut- 
off date. 
, 


THE BOARD VOTED, 5-2, to extend 


the deadline, even though it might cost 
as much as $48,000, and could open the 
school to a taxpayer suit to stop the pay- 
ment. 


Board Attorney Marvin Click, warned 


the board it might be acting in violation 
of the law. It is rare, however, for action 
to be taken against a board for extending 
the deadline, school officials said. 


The majority chose to accept a liberal 


interpretation of the state law. Raymond 
Hartstein, board chairman, said the 
board had extended the cutoff date sev- 
eral times, because it "has been com- 
mitted to providing education to as many 
districts as possible." 


Gerald Smith, executive secretary of 


the state junior college board advised the 
board that the intent of the state law is 
to provide education for -as many people 
as possible, Hartstein said. 


The special, confused situation of the 


new college was cited as one reason for 
allowing the extension, by board mem- 
ber, Doris Sopkin. "Our purpose is to in- 
form and educate. If we can't provide for 
each member of the community, we 


should extend the deadlines," she said. 


OAKTON, scheduled to open Sept. 14, 


has a small class size and offers only 
freshman courses because of the necessi- 
ty to begin the new college quickly, offi- 
cials said. 


This year, more than $1 million in 


chargebacks has been paid for students 
going outside the district for classes, 


Board members have spoken to offi- 


'cials of Harper and Triton junior colleges 
and have, found that they also interpret 
the law liberally. 
. College officials said the problem of 
chargebacks would decrease greatly as 
Oakton offers more courses and adds the 
sophomore year of classwork. 


Board member Meyer Kamin, who 


voted against the move — along with 
board member Milton Falkoff — said he 
voted to support the state junior college 
code, but urged state representatives and 
senators to change the law.
